Introduction 


his cumulative report of the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act (Act), covering fiscal years 
1992-1993 to 2003-2004, highlights, 
in Part I, the activities of the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board (CCPERB or Board) and, in Part I, 
the activities of the Movable Cultural Property Program 
of the Department of Canadian Heritage. 


Since its inception in 1977, the Act has served to encourage 
and ensure the preservation in Canada of significant 
examples of this nation’s artistic, historic, and scientific 
heritage. The Act accomplishes this through provisions 


governing an export and import control system, tax 
incentives to encourage Canadians to donate or sell 
significant objects to public institutions in Canada, and 
grants to assist public institutions in the purchase of cultural 
property under certain conditions. The responsibilities for 
carrying out these provisions of the Act are shared by the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage and an independent 
administrative tribunal established by the Act, the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board, together with other 
government organizations responsible for particular 


activities associated with the enforcement of the Act.

Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 
Section 20 of the Act stipulates that the duties of the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board are 


as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications for export 


permits that have been refused, when requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects for which 
the issuing of export permits has been delayed by the 
Board, to make determinations respecting fair cash offers 


to purchase cultural , operty, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural property 
for income tax purposes by making determinations of 
outstanding significance and national importance and 


of fair market value. 


The Board's chief responsibility is the certification of cultural 
property for the purposes of issuing Cultural Property 
Income Tax Certificates (Canada Revenue Agency Form 
1871) to individual or corporate donors and vendors. 

Faced with limited acquisition funds, Canadian collecting 
institutions have been able to benefit from the availability 


of tax incentives! to build and enrich their collections by 


involving Canadians in the important role of preserving 

the nation’s heritage. Between 1992-1993 and 2003-2004, 

the Board examined an annual average of 1,085 applications 
for certification, representing over $127 million? worth of 
cultural property certified every year, most of which was 
donated as opposed to sold to Canadian institutions. Objects 
of fine art have consistently constituted around 70% of 

all cultural property certified yearly by the Board, a high 
proportion of which is Canadian art. Other types of 
property certified over the last 12 years included archival 
and library material, decorative art, ethnographic objects, 
folk art, and items as diverse as collections of insects, fossils, 
meteorites, militaria, minerals, antique automobiles, and 
vintage aircraft. A vigorous donations program, encouraged 
by the tax incentives available through the provisions of the 
Income Tax Act, acts as the first line of defence in preventing 
the permanent export of objects of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


The second line of defence in keeping cultural property in 
Canada is the export control system, which is administered 
by the Department of Canadian Heritage. During the period 
covered by this report, the export control mechanisms 
provided for under the Act were instrumental in safeguarding 
in Canada more than 70 treasures that would have otherwise 
been exported. Of the items that came before the Board on 


review as a result of denied export permits and for which 








The Income Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by the Board and sold or 


donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to such institutions are also eligible for a tax credit 
based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are claimed for any charitable donations and gifts.

Unless otherwise indicated, all monetary amounts are in Canadian dollars. 
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the Board established an export delay period, 40% remained 
in the country through purchase by designated Canadian 
collecting institutions with the assistance of Movable Cultural 


Property Grants. (For details, see Appendix 1-13.) 


Enhanced Responsibilities 

In 1991, the responsibility for determining fair market value 
was transferred from what was then Revenue Canada to the 
Board, thereby considerably increasing its responsibilities. 
The importance of the Board’s role was also underlined by 
the introduction in 1996 of a process of appeal to the Tax 
Court of Canada of the Board’s redeterminations® of fair 


market value. 


In addition to the Board’s increased mandate and 
responsibilities, there have been corresponding refinements 
made to the certification process, requirements in appraisal 
methodology, and administrative services. The Board’s work 
on behalf of Canadians has allowed for many significant 
and valuable Canadian examples of cultural property to be 
preserved in museums, art galleries, archives, and libraries 


across the country. 


Membership 

Members of the Board are appointed by the Governor 

in Council, on the recommendation of the Minister 

of Canadian Heritage, for terms usually of three years, 
which are renewable. (See Appendix 1-1 for a list of Board 
members from 1992-1993 to 2003-2004.) 


In 1995, the Government Organization Act (Federal Agencies), 
chapter 29, resulted in the reduction of the size of the Board 
from a maximum of 13 to a maximum of 10 residents of 
Canada, to be composed as follows: the Chairperson and one 
other member chosen from the general public; up to four 


other members who are, or have been, officers, members or 
employees of art galleries, museums, archives, libraries or 
other similar institutions in Canada; and up to four other 
members who are, or have been, dealers in or collectors of 
art, antiques or other objects that form part of the national 
heritage. Three members, at least one of whom belongs to 


the second category and one to the third, constitute a quorum. 


Meetings 

Until 2002, the Board held five regularly scheduled meetings 
a year, in January, March, June, September, and November, 
of which at least two were held in the National Capital 
Region and up to three in client institutions elsewhere in 
Canada. Since 2003, the Board has adopted a four-meeting- 
a-year format as a means of streamlining the administration 
of the certification process. (For details of meeting dates 


and locations during the period, see Appendix 1-2.) 


Remuneration 

In July 2001, in recognition of the Board’s increased mandate 
and responsibilities since 1991, the classification of the 
status of the Board among “Part-Time Governor in Council 
Appointees in Agencies, Boards and Commissions” was 
raised from Category IV to Category II for remuneration 
purposes, bringing the honorarium levels for Board members 


into line with those of members of executive boards. 


Special Advisors 

Section 22 of the Act states that the Board may call upon 
any individual who has professional, technical or other 
special knowledge, including valuation experts, to assist 
in an advisory capacity. (For a list of Special Advisors who 


served during the 12-year period, see Appendix 1-3.) 








3 Under paragraph 32(5)(a) of the Act, the Board, upon request by the person who has disposed of, or who proposes to dispose of, cultural property, is 
required to redetermine the fair market value of the cultural property, provided the request is made in writing within 12 months after the day on which 


notice of the determination was given. (See Appendix 1-10 for details.) 
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Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 


The Certification Process 

For cultural property to be considered for certification, 

a donor or vendor of cultural property must first reach a 
tentative agreement concerning the donation or sale with 
an institution or public authority designated by the Minister 
of Canadian Heritage. Designated institutions or public 
authorities typically make applications for certification to 


the Board on behalf of donors or vendors. 


In certifying cultural property, the Board must determine 
whether the property meets the criteria set out in paragraphs 
11(1)(a) and (b) of the Act, that is: 


a) whether the object is of outstanding significance by 
reason of its close association with Canadian history or 
national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its value in the 


study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such national importance that its 
loss to Canada would significantly diminish the national 
heritage.7 


As part of its application for certification, the applicant must 
therefore provide arguments demonstrating that the property 


meets these criteria. 


In addition to determining that the cultural property meets 
the criteria of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” the Board must also determine the fair 
market value of the property for certification for income 
tax purposes.” 


Over the period covered by this report, the Board developed 
and published policies and guidelines to reflect its requirements 
with respect to the certification process. In 1994, the Board 
engaged in a nationwide consultation, out of which emerged 
institutional guidelines for assessing the outstanding 
significance and national importance to Canada of 

specific objects, collections, or assemblages. (For a list 

of these guidelines, see Appendix 1-4.) 


Overview of Certified Cultural Property, 
1992-2004 

Between April 1, 1992, and March 31, 2004, the Board made 
determinations with respect to an average of 1,085 applications 
a year for certification, representing an annual average fair 
market value of more than $127 million in cultural property 
donated or sold to designated Canadian institutions or 
public authorities. Of this amount, donations accounted for 
97% and sales 3%. (See Appendix 1-6 for details.) While 
archival and library material constituted approximately 

22% of all applications, the largest number, 72%, were 

fine art (paintings, works on paper, and sculpture). A high 
proportion of the fine-art category — as much as 85% — was 
made up of Canadian contemporary art. Other dispositions 
included decorative art, ethnographic objects, folk art, and 
items as diverse as collections of insects, fossils, meteorites, 
militaria, minerals, antique automobiles, and vintage aircraft. 
(See Appendices 1-5 to 1-11 for certifications listed by various 


categories. ) 





These criteria are also applied by expert examiners when making recommendations with respect to approval or refusal of an application for an export permit 


and by the Board when reviewing applications for export permits that have been denied.

Legislative Amendments 

Enhanced Board Responsibilities 

In 1996, the Cultural Property Export and Import Act, the 
Income Tax Act, and the Tax Court of Canada Act were 


amended to: 


a) establish the circumstances under which the Board may 
redetermine the fair market value of dispositions and 
proposed dispositions of cultural property to designated 


institutions or public authorities; and 


b) introduce the right of appeal of Board redeterminations 
to the Tax Court of Canada.° 


These amendments were made to reinforce a previous 
legislative amendment, made in 1991 and retroactive to 
dispositions made after February 10, 1990, to transfer formal 
responsibility for determining fair market value from 
Revenue Canada (now Canada Revenue Agency) to the Board.” 


Integrity of the Certified Cultural Property Regime 

In 1998, the federal government made further amendments 
to the Cultural Property Export and Import Act and the 
Income Tax Act — amendments that, in the words of the 
Budget, were intended “to strengthen the integrity of the 
certified cultural property regime and to ensure that the 
generous tax incentives for donations are based on the fair 
market value of the property donated as determined by 
the Board”: 


a) Effective February 23, 1998, section 207.3 of the Income 
Tax Act was amended to extend, from five years to ten 
years, the period of time during which a designated 
institution or public authority must retain certified 
cultural property or face a special tax. This amendment 
was made to ensure that certified cultural property stays 
in the public domain and thus remains accessible to the 


Canadian public. 


b) Also effective February 23, 1998, the fair market value 
determined by the Board is binding for all income tax 
purposes for a period of two years, even in cases where 
the proposed donation or sale is withdrawn after the 
determination is made. Through this amendment, 
the Government confirmed that the fair market value 
determined by the Board would remain the same for 
two years whether the property is actually disposed of as 


certified cultural property or as a regular charitable gift. 


Tax Avoidance Schemes and Ramifications for 
Determining Fair Market Value 

In 2000, a new tax penalty was created under the Income Tax 
Act with respect to the promotion of and the participation 
in an arrangement for tax purposes that includes a false or 
misleading statement. This provision, of general application, 
is intended to strengthen the integrity of the Canadian tax 


system, including the area of certified cultural property: 


Effective June 29, 2000, the Income Tax Act was 
amended to include a provision for penalties that 

could be imposed on any individual who promotes 

or participates in a tax scheme that the person 

knows, or should know, includes a false statement. 

This new measure highlights the responsibility not 
only of tax advisors, appraisers, and brokers of cultural 
property, but also of donors and the professional and 
administrative representatives of collecting institutions, 
and is meant to have a beneficial effect on the overall 


health of the cultural property donation system. 


Donations by Artists/Artists’ Estates 

In 1991, the Income Tax Act was amended so that artists who 
during their lifetime donate their own works from inventory 
to a designated institution can claim a tax credit based on 
the fair market value of works, as determined by the Board, 
without a portion of that value being included as income. 


In 1999, this benefit was extended to include artists’ estates.

As explained in the 1991-1992 Annual Report, on December 17, 1991, an act amending the Income Tax Act and 12 other Acts of Parliament, including the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act, received Royal Assent and was proclaimed into force. The act formally transferred responsibility for determining the 


fair market value for gifts of certified cultural property from Revenue Canada (now Canada Revenue Agency) to the Board. 
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In 1990-1991, the Board certified 12 donations made by artists 
of their own work, representing 1% of donations certified, 
for an aggregate certified value of $419,070. By comparison, 
in 2003-2004, the Board made determinations with respect 
to 145 donations by artists of their work, representing 15% 

of the total certified, for an aggregate certified value of 
approximately $6.1 million. (See Appendix 1-9.) 


Monetary Appraisal Practice 

To ensure that its determinations of fair market value reflect 
values obtained in the open and unrestricted marketplace, 
the Board developed increasingly rigorous guidelines so that 
appraisers would better substantiate their appraisals, wherever 
possible, with reference to recent sales of comparable objects, 


including copies of bills of sale or the equivalent. 


As long as the essential elements of the definition of fair 
market value® are in place, relevant sales can include those 
realized at auction (hammer price plus premium), those 
made by commercial dealers, or, sometimes, in the case of 
artworks, those made directly by artists (especially where 


little or no other sales activity is evident). 


In the absence of relevant sales information from the 
marketplace, the Board concluded that it requires, at the very 
least, a “reasoned justification”? in support of monetary 
valuations and often found that further evidence was 
necessary. For example, in the case of archival material, 

for which market evidence is often limited, the Board 
recognizes the need to consider the methodologies used by 
the appraisers, including the formulas applied for various 
components of collections, particularly those that are complex 
and multi-dimensional. In this way, the Board has been 
better able to assess the validity of the values estimated by 
the appraisers. In other cases, the Board has recognized that 





the price paid by the donor can itself be a relevant factor in 
determining fair market value of the property, especially in 
the case of property that has been purchased in an arm’s 
length transaction close to its valuation or date of disposition. 


In 1995, the Board adopted a policy, which it called the 
“Market Adjustment Factor,” to reduce the proposed fair 
market value in certain cases based on the consideration 
that a large number of similar items offered for sale at the 
same time often distorts the market and results in a reduced 
market demand. The Board examined each certification case 
on its merits and in light of relevant circumstances that could 
include the medium chosen and the number of works by 
the same artist being donated, the number of donors and 
institutions involved, qualitative comparisons with other 
works by that artist, the market context, the length of 

time the works had been owned by the donor, evidence 

of owner connoisseurship, the price paid by the donor, the 
date of purchase by the donor, whether the collection could 
be defined as a “collection” or as merely an assemblage of 
disparate works, and whether the evaluations submitted 
with the application were substantiated, justified, or even 
justifiable. (For a summary of Board determinations 

of value, see Appendix 1-5.) 


Policies Concerning Archival Audiovisual 

and Related Material 

Beginning in 1996, the Board noted a marked increase in 
the volume of applications for certification of archival 
audiovisual and related material where the appraised values 
appeared to be excessively high. To better understand this 
situation, the Board analyzed closely the methodologies 
being used by the appraisers in arriving at estimated fair 
market values for these materials. 


Fair market value is defined in Canada as: “the highest price, expressed in terms of money, that the property would bring in an open and unrestricted market 


between a willing buyer and a willing seller who are both knowledgeable, informed, and prudent, and who are acting independently of each other.” (Canada 


Revenue Agency) 


“Reasoned justification” takes into consideration such factors as rarity, quality, historical significance, identification of the most recent sales of other works by 


the creator in question, and, where applicable and demonstrable, recent sales of works by other creators of comparable stature. 
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The Board concluded that there was a lack of agreed appraisal 
standards in this area, thus making its own task of determining 
fair market value a considerable challenge. In September 2000, 
the Board declared a moratorium on applications for audio- 


visual material until it had refined its appraisal requirements. 


The Board subsequently developed a policy document 
entitled “Review Board Policies and Guidelines for 
Applications for Certification of Archival Audiovisual and 
Related Material” (retroactive to June 16, 2000). In the absence 
of uniform appraisal standards in Canada for personal 
property, the Board referred to the Uniform Standards of 
Professional Appraisal Practice (USPAP) established by 

The Appraisal Foundation, based in Washington, D.C. 

In March 2001, the Board lifted the moratorium on the 
condition that applications for audiovisual and related 
material be prepared in accordance with the new requirements 


as set out in this publication. 


The Board determines the fair market value of the physical 
property submitted for certification and not the intellectual 
property rights attached to these objects. A donor may still 
request the recipient institution to issue a charitable tax receipt 


for any intellectual property rights attached to the donation. 


In order to respond to the increasing number of applications 
for archival architectural material, and inspired by its 
experience with the development of policies and guidelines 
for audiovisual material, the Board consulted with the 
architectural community to develop a policy document 
entitled “Review Board Policies and Guidelines for 
Applications for Certification of Architectural Archives,” 
published in February 2003. 


Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


Legal Cases 


Cases Concerning Certification 

Federal Court of Canada: AGO y. Canadian 

Cultural Property Export Review Board 

In 1992, the Art Gallery of Ontario (AGO) commenced legal 
proceedings by way of an application for judicial review to 
the Federal Court, Trial Division, of a determination taken 
by the Board concerning the fair market value of a proposed 
donation of a collection of Inuit art. At issue was whether 
the Board should redetermine the fair market value of this 
collection by means of an oral hearing. In 1994, based on the 
particular circumstances of this file, the Court ordered that 
an oral hearing be held and that, should the Board decide 

to obtain outside advice or to rely on information that it had 
previously gathered, it make such information available to 
allow the applicant to make representation (as provided 


under section 26 of the Act) or to cross-examine witnesses. 


Following this decision, the Board and the applicant 
agreed that an oral hearing would not be required and, 

in March 1997, the Board determined the fair market value 
of a donation of an enlarged collection of Inuit art by the 


same donor. 


Appeals to the Tax Court of Canada 

Since the right of appeal was created in 1996, there have 
been 14 appeals to the Tax Court of Canada by donors who 
disagreed with the Board’s redeterminations of fair market 
value. Of the total number, eight were discontinued by the 
appellant during pre-trial procedures, one was settled out of 
court, one was dismissed, one was upheld in both the Tax 
Court and the Federal Court of Canada on appeal, one was 
allowed in the Tax Court but successfully appealed by the 
Board at the Federal Court, and two were proceeding to trial 
as of March 31, 2004. 


Case Concerning Access to Information 

Federal Court of Canada: Information Commissioner 

of Canada v. Chairman of the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board 

In 1998, the Board certified for income tax purposes the 

Mel & Marilyn Lastman Archival Fonds, 1969-1996, for 
donation to the then City of North York. The Board refused 
to grant a subsequent access to information request from the 
media for copies of documents concerning the fair market 
value determined for this donation, on the grounds that the 
documents contained taxpayer information protected under 
the Income Tax Act and the Privacy Act and were therefore 
exempt from release under the Access to Information Act. 
The Information Commissioner launched a court action 

in the Federal Court, Trial Division, against the Board’s 
refusal to release these records. The resulting court decision 
was in favour of the Information Commissioner because the 
information, although personal, was deemed to have been 
disclosed to the public by the donor. An appeal to the Federal 
Court, Appeals Division, on behalf of the Board, was dismissed 
on the grounds that it was moot. 


Administrative Agreements 


In April 1997, the Board entered into a Service Delivery 
Agreement with the Department of Justice and the 
Department of Canadian Heritage to ensure the provision 


of legal services for appeals to the Tax Court of Canada. 


Under the Act, the Minister is responsible for providing 
administrative services to the Board. In April 2000, a 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) for the administration 
of the Act was entered into between the Board and the 
Department of Canadian Heritage to specify the nature 

of the administrative services made available to the Board 
by the Department. 


Also in April 2000, an MOU on the sharing of information 
concerning the valuation of cultural property for income 
tax purposes among the Board, Canada Revenue Agency, 
and the Department of Canadian Heritage was negotiated 
to outline the conditions and procedures for sharing such 
information. 
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In January 2001, the Board reached an agreement with the 
Convention on International Trade in Endangered Species 
of Wild Fauna and Flora (CITES) Administration in 
Environment Canada to ensure that applications for 
certification of objects made from species regulated by 
CITES conform with Canadian regulations under this 
Convention before being certified by the Board. 


Review of Denied Export Permits 


The Review Process 

Only certain types of movable cultural property are 
controlled under the Act and therefore require an export 
permit for either temporary or permanent removal from the 
country. The Canadian Cultural Property Export Control 
List describes in detail the range of cultural material that 


requires an export permit. 


The export control system is administered by the Minister. 
The Board's role in this system is to review, at the request 
of an applicant, an application for an export permit that 
has been denied. 


Any export permit applicant who receives a Notice of 
Refusal from a permit officer, on the advice of an expert 
examiner, may, within 30 days, request that the application 
be reviewed by the Board. Using the same criteria applied 
by the expert examiner, the Board, in its review, must 
determine, pursuant to subsection 29 (3) of the Act, whether 
the object in question: 


a) is included in the Control List; 


b) is of outstanding significance by reason of its close 
association with Canadian history or national life, its 
aesthetic qualities, or its value in the study of the arts 


or sciences; and 


c) is of such a degree of national importance that its loss 
would significantly diminish the national heritage. 
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If the Board determines that the object fails to meet the 
above criteria, it will direct the permit officer to issue the 
permit. If the Board determines that the object meets the 
above criteria, and if it concludes that an offer to purchase the 
object might be made by an institution or public authority in 
Canada, it establishes a delay period of between two and six 
months, during which time the permit may not be issued. 
Advised of the Board’s decision, the Minister makes the delay 
period known to institutions and public authorities that he 
or she considers appropriate, so that they may consider the 


option to purchase the material. 


Export Review Hearings, April 1, 1992, 

to March 31, 2004 

During the 12-year period covered in this report, the Board 
reviewed 161 applications for export permits that had 

been refused by a permit officer on the advice of an expert 
examiner. Of the denied applications reviewed by the Board, 
27% were for the export of objects of fine art, 37% for objects 
of ethnography and ethnographic art, 15% for objects of 
decorative art, and the remaining 21% for export of objects 
of archaeology, paleontology, mineralogy, military medals, 


photographs, heritage vehicles, and archives. 


The Board denied 86% of all the applications reviewed. Of 
the cultural property denied, 40% remained in Canada as a 
result of purchase with grant support and 45% was exported 
at the end of the delay period. The remaining 15% stayed in 
Canada either because it was sold in Canada without grant 
support or because the delay period expired but no request 
was made for issue of the permit. (For a summary of Board 


hearings and results, see Appendices 1-12 and 1-13.) 


Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


Determinations of Fair Cash Offer 

If an offer is made to purchase the cultural property in 
question during the delay period and the offer is refused, 
either the applicant or the institution/public authority 
making the offer may request in writing that the Board 
determine the amount of money that would constitute 

a “fair cash offer to purchase.” Such a request must be 


made at least 30 days before the end of the delay period. 


If the Board receives such a request, it determines the 
amount of a fair cash offer and advises the applicant and 
the institution/public authority. If no institution or public 
authority offers to purchase the object for an amount equal 
to, or greater than, the amount determined by the Board, 
the Board directs the permit officer to issue an export 
permit at the end of the delay period, if requested to do 

so by the applicant. 


If an institution or public authority has made an offer to 
purchase the object for an amount equal to, or greater than, 
the amount determined by the Board, and this offer has been 
rejected by the applicant, the export permit is not issued and 
no further application for a permit may be made for a period 
of two years from the date of the Notice of Refusal issued 

by the permit officer. At that time, a new permit application 


must be completed, and the process begins again. 


During the period covered by this report, two determinations 
of fair cash offer made by the Board were subsequently 
rejected by the vendor. 


Board Membership in the Canadian 
Commission for UNESCO 


In January 1998, in consideration of the standard-setting 
instruments of UNESCO concerning cultural property, 
including the 1970 Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property, and its Intergovernmental 
Committee for Promoting the Return of Cultural Property 
to its Countries of Origin or its Restitution in Case of Illicit 
Appropriation, the Board became a “Member Organization 
of the Canadian Commission for UNESCO.” 
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Unidroit Convention 


In 1995, then Board Chair Ian Christie Clark was named 
Special Advisor to the Canadian Delegation attending 
the Diplomatic Conference in Rome for the adoption of 
the Unidroit Convention on Stolen or Illegally Exported 
Cultural Objects.

PART Il MOVABLE CULTURAL PROPERTY PROGRAM 


Movable Cultural Property Program: 
Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Program, in addition to 
providing administrative services to the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board, carries out ministerial 
responsibilities under the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act (Act). Through the Program, the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage is responsible for administering the 
export control system, designating institutions and public 
authorities, and managing the Movable Cultural Property 
Grants and Loans Program, as well as administering Canada’s 
participation in the 1970 UNESCO Convention on the 
Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, 
Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Any item that may be important from an archaeological, 
prehistorical, historical, artistic or scientific perspective can 
be considered “cultural property.” However, only certain 
types of movable cultural property are “controlled” under 
the Act. The Canadian Cultural Property Export Control List 
defines classes of objects that are subject to export control, 
based on the object’s age and value. If a cultural property is 
included in the Control List, an export permit is required for 
its temporary or permanent removal from the country. The 
responsibilities of the Movable Cultural Property Program 
include coordinating the processing of permit applications 
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through an extensive network of permit officers and examiners. 
(For the number of export permit applications submitted 
each year between April 1, 1992 and March 31, 2004, see 
Appendix 2-1.) 


Export Permits 

Export permits are issued by permit officers working for the 
Canada Border Services Agency in offices located throughout 
Canada. Expert examiners include more than 350 academics, 
curators, archivists, and librarians who have been named 
by the Minister of Canadian Heritage to help determine 
whether cultural property that is proposed for export is of 
such outstanding significance to Canada’s cultural heritage 
that its loss to Canada would significantly diminish the 


national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial evaluation 
of the permit application, that the object proposed for 
permanent export is included in the Control List and 
has been in the country for more than 35 years, the officer 
must forward a copy of the application to an expert 
examiner for a recommendation as to whether or not the 
object can be considered of outstanding significance and 
national importance. If the expert examiner deems the 
object to be of outstanding significance and national 
importance, the permit officer will refuse the permit; 
otherwise it will be issued. 
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Between April 1, 1992, and March 31, 2004, an average of 
445 permit applications were submitted annually, representing 
cultural property worth more than $40 million per year. 
Approximately 18% were applications for temporary permits, 
for purposes such as exhibition, conservation and research; 
these were granted automatically. The other 82% were 
applications for permanent export, for purposes such as 

sale on international markets, delivery to foreign buyers or 
moving abroad. Of the applications for permanent export, 
just under 4% were denied by the expert examiners because 
the cultural property in question was deemed of such 
“outstanding significance and national importance” that 

its loss to Canada would significantly diminish the national 
heritage and were subsequently reviewed by the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board upon request from 
the applicants. 


Illegal Exports 

Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article 1 of the 

1970 UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property, that any object included 

in the Canadian Cultural Property Export Control List is 
designated by Canada as being of importance to the country 
for archaeology, prehistory, history, literature, art or science. 
Under the Act, it is illegal to export or to attempt to export 
from Canada any object included in the Control List, except 
under the authority of and in accordance with a temporary 
or permanent permit issued under the Act. Under the terms 
of the 1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally exported 
cultural property is imported into a fellow signatory state, 
Canada may be afforded the opportunity to request the 
return of the property. 


Since the Act came into force, no cases of illegal import of 
Canadian cultural property into signatory states have been 
reported to Canadian authorities. However, a number of 
attempts to illegally export cultural property have been 
prevented at the border, and there have also been instances 
of cultural property that has left the country illegally being 


returned from abroad. 


Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


The designation of institutions and public authorities is a 
ministerial responsibility associated with the certification 
process carried out by the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board. Designation is a means of ensuring 
that objects certified by the Board are housed in institutions 
that have the capacity to ensure their long-term preservation 
and to make them available to the public. It is to designated 
institutions that donors/vendors must make their donation/sale 
in order to be eligible for a Cultural Property Income Tax 
Certificate (Form 1871). The terms and conditions for the 
Movable Cultural Property Grants Program also require that, 
to be eligible to apply, institutions and public authorities 
must be designated. 


Section 2 of the Act defines an “institution” as one that 

is publicly owned and operated solely for the benefit of 
the public, that is established for educational or cultural 
purposes, and that conserves objects and exhibits them 

or otherwise makes them available to the public. A “public 
authority” is defined as Her Majesty in right of Canada 

or a province, an agent of her Majesty in either such right, 
a municipality in Canada, a municipal or public body 
performing a function of government in Canada, or a 
corporation performing a function or duty on behalf of 


Her Majesty in right of Canada or a province. 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated as either 
Category “A’ or “B.” Under Category “A,” Canadian institutions 
or public authorities may be designated to acquire any object 
that falls within the collecting mandate of the institution or 
public authority as defined at the time of designation. Under 
Category “B,” Canadian institutions or public authorities may 
be designated in relation to a specific object or collection 
that a person proposes to donate or sell to them, and not to 


any other object that may be offered in the future. 


Over the period covered by this report, the Program granted 
25 institutions and public authorities Category “A’ designation 
status, bringing the total to 266. The Program also granted 
more than 200 Category “B” designations to various institutions 
and public authorities. (A list of Category “A” institutions 
and public authorities designated from 1992 to 2004 can 

be found in Appendix 2-2. See Appendix 2-3 for a complete 
list of Category “A’ institutions and public authorities, 


by province. ) 


Movable Cultural Property Grants 
and Loans Program 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may make 
grants and loans to institutions and public authorities to 
purchase either objects for which export permits have been 
refused or cultural property situated outside Canada that 


is related to the national heritage. 


From April 1, 1992, to March 31, 2004, the Movable Cultural 
Property Program received 213 grant applications from 
designated institutions, of which 185 were awarded. (For a 
year-by-year list of grants awarded over the 12-year period, 
see Appendix 2-4.) Many local and regional museums, as 
well as provincial and federal collecting institutions, have 
benefitted from the opportunity to acquire works under 
the Movable Cultural Property Grants and Loans Program. 
(For a list of grants since 1977, see Appendix 2-5.) 


International Cooperation under the 
1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 UNESCO 
Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 
Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural 
Property. This Convention places the onus on each signatory 
state to develop its own legislation to protect and preserve 
its cultural heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate 
the return of illegally exported cultural property to its 
country of origin. The Cultural Property Export and Import 
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Act contains provisions whereby it is a criminal offence 
to import into Canada cultural property that has been 
illegally exported from a state that is a fellow signatory 
to an international cultural property agreement. Penalties 
upon conviction of an offence under the Act include fine 


or imprisonment, or both. 


Illegal Imports 

Since the 1970 UNESCO Convention came into force in 
Canada in 1978, there have been 13 actions by Canada over 
illegal imports. Five of these were resolved during the period 
covered by this report, resulting in the return of cultural 
property to their countries of origin: Peru, Egypt, Columbia, 
Mexico, and Syria. 


International Agreements 
and Committees 


Canada-U.S. Bilateral Agreement 

on Cultural Property 

In April 1997, Canada and the United States signed an 
Agreement Concerning the Imposition of Import Restrictions 
on Certain Categories of Archaeological and Ethnological 
Material. The agreement, valid for five years, afforded protection 
to Canada’s cultural patrimony through the imposition of 
import restrictions by the United States on defined classes 
of archaeological artifacts and ethnographic material culture 
that are exported from Canada without the required export 
permit. The agreement was expressly intended to be a 


mechanism to reduce the incentive of pillage. 


In requesting renewal of the agreement upon its expiry, 
Canada emphasized that it continued to consider the 
disincentive represented by the 1997 Canada-U.S. Agreement 
as a necessary and important aspect of the protection 

that should be afforded to it by the United States as a 
co-signatory to the 1970 UNESCO Convention. However, 
Canada’s request for renewal of the agreement was 
unsuccessful. 


Cumulative Report 1992-1993 to 2003-2004 


UNESCO Intergovernmental Committee 

In 1995, Canada was re-elected to the UNESCO 
Intergovernmental Committee for Promoting the Return of 
Cultural Property to its Countries of Origin or its Restitution 
in Case of Illicit Appropriation. The Intergovernmental 
Committee was formed in 1978 to provide a forum for 
negotiation and discussion and to raise public awareness 
about illicit trafficking and the return of cultural property 
in cases where the legal framework provided by the 1970 


Convention does not apply. 


The Committee, which meets every two years, is composed 
of 22 member states elected for a four-year term by the 
UNESCO General Conference. Staff from the Heritage 
Branch of the Department of Canadian Heritage, which 
includes the Movable Cultural Property Program, represent 
Canada on this Committee. In this capacity, Mr. David 
Walden, then Director of Movable Cultural Property, was 
elected Committee Chair for a two-year term in 1997 and 


for a further two-year term in 1999. 


Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


The Committee is responsible for seeking ways and means 
of facilitating bilateral negotiations for the restitution or 
return of cultural property to its country of origin. The 
Committee may act as a mediator when bilateral negotiations 
have already begun between countries, but only in an 


advisory capacity. 


During the period that Canada was Chair (1997-2001), 

the Committee addressed such issues as the creation of 

a special fund to facilitate the return of cultural property 
and the problem of cultural heritage displaced during 

the Second World War. In January 1999, the Committee 
presented an International Code of Ethics for Dealers in 
Cultural Property, which was endorsed by the 30th General 
Conference of UNESCO in November 1999. (The Code was 
reviewed and endorsed by the Canadian Cultural Property 


Export Review Board at its September 2001 meeting. )

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APPENDIX 1-4 


Guidelines for “Outstanding Significance and National Importance” 


he following guidelines have been developed to 

assist designated institutions in explaining, in 

their statements for applications for certification 
for income tax purposes, why cultural property is of 


“outstanding significance and national importance.” 


Pursuant to section 11 of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act, cultural property, which includes an object, 
collection or assemblage, may be of “outstanding significance 


and national importance”: 


a by reason of its close association with Canadian history 


or national life; and/or 
w its aesthetic qualities; and/or 
a its value in the study of the arts or sciences. 


NOTE: While not all of the criteria may be applicable to 
all types of cultural property, applicants are encouraged 


to address as many of the criteria as possible. 


1. Regional, Provincial, and National Factors 
Objects and/or collections with regional or provincial 
significance can be considered to be of “outstanding 
significance and national importance” if their importance 
to the region, province, nation or ethnocultural community 
is demonstrated. This is based on the recognition that 
Canada includes many regions, that regional differences do 
exist, and that objects produced within a region contribute 
to national identity. The important factor is to make the case 
from the perspective of the institution — that is, why 

the cultural property is of “outstanding significance and 
national importance” for the institution accepting the 
donation or making the purchase. Each application for 
certification for income tax purposes must include the 
reasons why the particular cultural property meets the 


criteria of “outstanding significance and national importance.” 
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2. Pertinence 

The pertinence of cultural property is a primary consideration 
when determining if it is of “outstanding significance and 
national importance.” Pertinence may be considered from 
several perspectives: pertinence to the acquisition mandate 
of the institution and/or to other objects in the collection. It 
is essential that these relationships be clearly demonstrated 
when addressing “outstanding significance and national 


importance.” 


Example: A painting created by an artist during his youth 
might be significant in a collection of his early works that 
would illustrate his development as an artist, while the same 
painting would not necessarily be of “outstanding significance” 
in a collection where this was the only work by the artist. 


3. Association with other Objects 

(Collections, Assemblages and Archival Fonds) 
A distinction should be made between a collection and 

an assemblage of cultural property. A “collection,” whether 
comprised of works of art, scientific specimens or archival 
material, is usually considered to be focused on and developed 
around a specific theme or the result of “connoisseurship” 
and careful selection. An “assemblage,” in contrast, tends 

to reflect the collector’s diverse interests and may contain 
objects that have no relevance to other objects in the group 
or to the acquisition mandate of the collecting institution. 
An archival fonds, albeit diverse, is an organic unit that 
documents the function or activity of an individual, 
association or corporation; it is not considered to be 


an assemblage. 


Collections may also be uneven in terms of their quality and 
the significance of the objects found therein. As a result, it is 
necessary to demonstrate that “the whole is greater than the 
sum of the parts”; that is, an object may not be significant 
by itself but becomes significant because of its relationship 
to the other objects in the collection. 
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In some cases, not all objects within an assemblage, collection 
or archival fonds may be determined to be of “outstanding 
significance and national importance,” and the Board 

may request an institution to cull what has been submitted 
for certification. If this occurs, a tax receipt for a charitable 
donation can be issued by the recipient institution for those 


items that are not certified as cultural property. 


4. Significance of the Maker/Author/Collector 
The history of ownership or provenance of an object can 
contribute to its “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” since association with an individual or an 
event can add historical importance and “context.” Relevant 
biographical information about the “maker,” author or 
collector (if “known”) should be provided, including 
information explaining why the creator and/or the body 


of work is significant. 


NOTE: Not all works by a nationally known artist are 
automatically of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” It is recognized that a major artist can produce 
works that are not of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” while an artist who is known only regionally 
can produce a work that is truly of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


5. Significance of the Object 

The significance of the object must be addressed in conjunction 
with other criteria for “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” Information must also be provided about why 
the cultural property is important — whether it is because of 
its symbolic, representational, inspirational, commemorative 


or other value. 


6. Archival, Documentary or Research Value 
When describing the “outstanding significance and national 
importance” of cultural property that is acquired primarily 
for its archival, documentary or research value, the scientific, 


social, historic or evidential value must be explained. 
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7. Authenticity/Attribution 

Only authentic objects may normally be certified as cultural 
property. Where an object is attributed to an individual, 
school, culture, period, workshop, or geographic region, a 
detailed statement explaining the reasons for the attribution 


must be provided. 


If certification is being requested for historical transcripts of 
documents or acknowledged fakes or forgeries, the fact that 
these objects are not authentic originals must be stated and 
their significance carefully explained. Additional information 
about why certification is being requested for fakes and 


forgeries must be provided. 


All documentation that is relevant to, or contains information 
about, the authenticity of an object must be made available 
to the appraisers at the time the appraisal is being done. The 
appraiser’s report must make reference to this information 


and any reservations it contains. 


8. Aesthetic Qualities 

Aesthetic qualities are an important consideration when 
determining if the cultural property is of “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” In the event of 
cultural differences in the interpretation of aesthetics, these 


differences should be clearly identified in the discussion. 


9. Condition 

Condition may affect both the fair market value and 
the Board’s determination with respect to “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” Applications for 
objects that are in a state of deterioration or that require 
extensive conservation treatment should include both a 
condition report and an expanded statement explaining 
the steps that will be taken to ensure that the cultural 


property, or the information it contains, will be preserved. 


10. Rarity 

The rarity of an object may also be a factor when determining 
its “outstanding significance and national importance.” 
Information should therefore be provided about whether 

the object is unique, rare or well represented in Canadian 
collections. Information about how the object complements 
material already in Canadian collections should also 


be included. 


11. Multiple Copies 

Cultural property that exists in multiple copies, or is mass 
produced, can be considered to be of sufficient significance 
or importance if other criteria are adequately addressed. 
The Board reserves the right, however, to determine that an 
example of a multiple work is of “outstanding significance 
and national importance” in the context of one institution’s 
collection, while the same work might not fulfil these criteria 


in another collection. 


The size of the edition must be provided, and could affect 
the Board’s determination. Normally, not more than two 
copies of a recently created object per institution will be 
considered to be of sufficient significance and importance 
unless other factors, such as age and rarity, support the 


argument for certification. 
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12. “Canadian Content” 
Both Canadian and non-Canadian cultural property may 


be of “outstanding significance and national importance.” 


13. Medium 

The medium must be provided in the “Description” section 
of the application form, but is generally not a consideration 
for determining “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the medium is a consideration, this must 


be explained. 


14. Recent Works 

Works created within three years of the date that certification 
is requested will not normally be considered to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance.” 
Requests for certification of cultural property created within 
the last three years require additional argumentation to 
substantiate the “outstanding significance and national 
importance” of the artist/author/maker and object, and 

to demonstrate that the object in question clearly meets 


these criteria.

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INTRODUCTION 


Since its inception in 1977, the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act has served to encourage and ensure the 
preservation in Canada of significant examples of this 
nation’s artistic, historic, and scientific heritage. The Act 
accomplishes this through provisions governing an export 
and import control system, designation of institutions and 
public authorities that have demonstrated the capacity to 
preserve cultural property and make it accessible to the 
public, tax incentives to encourage Canadians to donate or 
sell significant objects to public institutions in Canada, and 
grants to assist public institutions in the purchase of cultural 
property under certain conditions. The responsibilities for 
carrying out these provisions are shared by the Minister of 


Canadian Heritage and an independent administrative 
tribunal established by the Act, the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board, together with other gov- 
ernment organizations responsible for particular activities 


associated with the enforcement of the Act. 


This report of the Act, covering fiscal year 2005-2006,

Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 
Section 20 of the Act stipulates that the duties of the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board (Board) 


are as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications for export 


permits that have been refused, when requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects for which 
the issuing of export permits has been delayed by the 
Board, to make determinations respecting fair cash offers 
to purchase cultural property, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural property for 
income tax purposes by making determinations of 
outstanding significance and national importance and 


of fair market value. 


The Board’s chief responsibility is the certification of cultural 
property for the purposes of issuing Cultural Property 
Income Tax Certificates (Canada Revenue Agency Form 
T871) to individual or corporate donors and vendors. Faced 
with limited acquisition funds, Canadian collecting insti- 
tutions have been able to benefit from the availability of tax 
incentives! to build and enrich their collections by involving 


Canadians in the important role of preserving the nation’s 


heritage. In 2005-2006, the Board reviewed 769 applications 
for certification, representing over $72 million worth of 
cultural property, most of which was donated as opposed to 
sold to Canadian institutions. Objects of fine art constituted 
74% of all cultural property certified by the Board, a 
significant proportion of which was Canadian art. Other 
types of property certified have included archival and library 
material, decorative art, ethnographic objects, folk art, as well 
as collections of insects, meteorites, military medals, and 
minerals. A vigorous donations program, encouraged by the 
tax incentives available through the provisions of the Income 
Tax Act, acts as the first line of defence in preventing the 
permanent export of objects of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


The second line of defence in keeping cultural property in 
Canada is the export control system, which is administered 
by the Department of Canadian Heritage. The export control 
mechanisms provided for under the Act are instrumental in 
safeguarding in Canada significant cultural property that 
would otherwise be exported. Of the items that come before 
the Board on review as a result of denied export permits and 
for which the Board establishes an export delay period, a 
significant proportion remains in the country through pur- 
chase by designated Canadian collecting institutions with 
the assistance of Movable Cultural Property Grants. 
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The Income Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by the Board and sold or 


donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to such institutions are also eligible for a tax credit 
based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are claimed for any charitable donations and gifts. 
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Membership 

Members of the Board are appointed by the Governor 

in Council, on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage, for terms usually of three years. (See 


Appendix 1-1 for list of Board members for 2005-2006.) 


Section 18 of the Act requires that the Board be composed 
of a maximum of 10 residents of Canada, to be composed as 
follows: the Chairperson and one other member chosen from 
the general public; up to four other members who are, or 
have been, officers, members or employees of art galleries, 
museums, archives, libraries or other similar institutions in 
Canada; and up to four other members who are, or have 
been, dealers in or collectors of art, antiques or other objects 
that form part of the national heritage. Three members, at 
least one of whom belongs to the second category and one 


to the third, constitute a quorum. 


Meetings 

The Board held four meetings in 2005-2006: June 15-17, 
2005; September 28-30, 2005, December 7-9, 2005 and 
February 28—March 3, 2006. The June, December and 
February/March meetings were held in Ottawa and the 
September meeting took place in St. John’s, Newfoundland. 


Special Advisors 

Section 22 of the Act states that the Board may call upon any 
individual who has professional, technical or other special 
knowledge, including valuation experts, to assist in an 


advisory capacity. 


Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 


The Certification Process 

For cultural property to be considered for certification, 

a donor or vendor of cultural property must first reach a 
tentative agreement concerning the donation or sale with an 
institution or public authority designated by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage. Designated institutions or public author- 
ities typically make applications for certification to the Board 


on behalf of donors or vendors. 


To certify cultural property, the Board must determine 
whether the property meets the criteria set out in paragraphs 
11(1)(a) and (b) of the Act, that is: 


a) whether the object is of outstanding significance by 
reason of its close association with Canadian history 
or national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its value in the 


study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such national importance that its 
loss to Canada would significantly diminish the national 
heritage.” 


As part of its application for certification, the applicant must 
therefore provide arguments demonstrating that the property 
meets these criteria. (For a list of institutional guidelines 

for assessing the outstanding significance and national 
importance to Canada of specific objects, collections, or 


assemblages, see Appendix 1-2.) 


In addition to determining that the cultural property meets the 
criteria of “outstanding significance and national importance,” 
the Board must also determine the fair market value of the 


property for certification for income tax purposes.”

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Overview of Certified Cultural Property, 
2005-2006 

Between April 1, 2005, and March 31, 2006, the Board 

made determinations with respect to 769 applications for 
certification, representing more than $72 million in cultural 
property donated or sold to designated Canadian institutions 
or public authorities. Of this amount, donations accounted 
for 97.3%, sales 2.3% and split-receipts for 0.4%. (See 
Appendix 1-4 for details.) While archival and library 
material constituted approximately 18% of all applications, 
the largest number, 74%, were fine art (paintings, works on 
paper, and sculpture). A significant proportion of the fine-art 
category was made up of Canadian contemporary art. Other 
dispositions included decorative art, ethnographic objects, 
folk art, as well as collections of insects, meteorites, military 
medals, and minerals. (See Appendices 1-3 to 1-9 for 


certifications listed by various categories. ) 


Appeals of Board Determinations 

Where donors are not satisfied with determinations of fair 
market value, they may, within 12 months after the day on 
which notice of the determination was given, make a request 
for redetermination. In 2005—2006, the Board reviewed 

11 such requests, of which four were redetermined at a 
higher value, two were redetermined at a lower value and 
five were redetermined at the original value determined by 
the Board. (See Appendix 1-8 for details). Where donors are 
not satisfied with a redetermination of fair market value 
made by the Board, they may file an appeal to the Tax Court 
of Canada within 90 days after the day on which a Cultural 
Property Income Tax Certificate is issued. In 2005-2006, two 
such appeals were filed. 


Review of Denied Export Permits 


The Review Process 

Only certain types of movable cultural property are 
controlled under the Act and therefore require an export 
permit for either temporary or permanent removal from the 
country. The Canadian Cultural Property Export Control 
List describes in detail the range of cultural material that 


requires an export permit. 


The export control system is administered by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage in collaboration with the Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA). The Board’s role in this system is to 
review, at the request of an applicant, an application for an 


export permit that has been denied. 


Any export permit applicant who receives a Notice of 
Refusal from a permit officer, on the advice of an expert 
examiner, may, within 30 days, request that the application 
be reviewed by the Board. Using the same criteria applied by 
the expert examiner, the Board, in its review, must determine, 
pursuant to subsection 29 (3) of the Act, whether the object 


in question: 
a) is included in the Control List; 


b) is of outstanding significance by reason of its close 
association with Canadian history or national life, its 
aesthetic qualities, or its value in the study of the arts 


or sciences; and 


c) is of such a degree of national importance that its loss 
would significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the Board determines that the object fails to meet the 
above criteria, it will direct the permit officer to issue the 
permit. If the Board determines that the object meets the 
above criteria, and if it concludes that an offer to purchase 
the object might be made by an institution or public author- 
ity in Canada, it establishes a delay period of between two 
and six months, during which time the permit may not be 
issued. Advised of the Board’s decision, the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage makes the delay period known to insti- 
tutions and public authorities, so that they may consider the 
option to purchase the material. 
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Export Review Hearings, April 1, 2005, 

to March 31, 2006 

During the period covered in this report, the Board reviewed 
12 applications for export permits that had been refused by a 
permit officer on the advice of an expert examiner. Of the 
denied applications reviewed by the Board, two were for the 
export of objects of fine art, three for objects of ethnography 
and ethnographic art, one for objects of decorative art, one 
for scientific or technological objects and five for the export 


of mineral specimens. 


The Board denied ten of the applications reviewed. Of the 
cultural property denied, three items remained in Canada as 
a result of purchase with grant support and five were exported 
at the end of the delay period. The remaining two objects 
stayed in Canada because the delay period expired and no 
request was made for issuance of the permit. (For a summary 


of Board hearings and results, see Appendices 1-10.) 


Determinations of Fair Cash Offer to Purchase 
If an offer is made to purchase cultural property during a 
delay period and the offer is refused, either the applicant or 
the institution/public authority making the offer may request 
in writing that the Board determine the amount of money 
that would constitute a “fair cash offer to purchase.” This 
request must be made at least 30 days before the end of the 
delay period. 


If the Board receives such a request, it determines the 
amount of a fair cash offer and advises the applicant and the 
institution/public authority. If no institution or public 
authority offers to purchase the object for an amount equal 
to, or greater than, the amount determined by the Board, the 
Board directs the permit officer to issue an export permit at 
the end of the delay period, if requested to do so by 

the applicant. 


Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


If an institution or public authority has made an offer to 
purchase the object for an amount equal to, or greater than, 
the amount determined by the Board, and this offer has been 
rejected by the applicant, the export permit is not issued and 
no further application for a permit may be made for a period 
of two years from the date of the Notice of Refusal issued by 
the permit officer. At that time, a new permit application 


must be completed, and the process begins again. 


During the period covered by this report, no requests were 
made to the Board for determinations of fair cash offer 


to purchase. 
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PART Il - MOVABLE CULTURAL PROPERTY PROGRAM 


Movable Cultural Property Directorate: 
Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Directorate, in addition to 
providing administrative services to the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board, carries out ministerial 
responsibilities under the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act (Act). These responsibilities include administer- 
ing the export control system, designating institutions and 
public authorities, and managing the Movable Cultural 
Property Grants Program, as well as fulfilling Canada’s inter- 
national obligations under the 1970 UNESCO Convention 
on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, 
Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Any item that may be important from an archaeological, 
prehistorical, historical, artistic or scientific perspective can 
be considered “movable cultural property.’ However, only 
certain types of movable cultural property are “controlled” 
under the Act. The Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Control List defines classes of objects that are subject to 
export control, based on the object’s age and value. If 
cultural property is included in the Control List, an export 
permit is required for its temporary or permanent removal 
from the country. The responsibilities of the Movable 
Cultural Property Directorate include coordinating the 
processing of permit applications through an extensive 
network of Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) permit 


officers and examiners.

Exporl Penmits 

Export permits are issued by permit officers working for the 
CBSA in offices located throughout Canada. Expert examiners 
include more than 350 academics, curators, archivists, and 
librarians who have been named by the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage to help determine whether cultural property that is 
proposed for export is of such outstanding significance to 
Canada’s cultural heritage that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial evaluation 
of the permit application, that the object proposed for 
permanent export is included in the Control List and has 
been in the country for more than 35 years, the officer must 
forward a copy of the application to an expert examiner for 
a recommendation as to whether or not the object can be 
considered to be of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the expert examiner deems the object to be 
of “outstanding significance and national importance,” the 
permit officer will refuse the permit; otherwise it will 

be issued. 


Between April 1, 2005, and March 31, 2006, 358 permit 
applications were submitted. Approximately 34% (120) were 
applications for temporary permits, for purposes such as 
exhibition, conservation and research; these were granted 
automatically in accordance with the Act. The remaining 
66% (237) were applications for permanent export, for 
purposes such as sale on international markets, delivery 

to foreign buyers or moving abroad. Of the applications 

for permanent export, 3% (12) were denied by the expert 
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examiners because the cultural property in question was 
deemed of such “outstanding significance and national 
importance” that its loss to Canada would significantly 
diminish the national heritage and were subsequently 
reviewed by the Canadian Cultural Property Export Review 


Board upon request from the applicants. 


Illegal Exports 

Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article | of the 1970 
UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and 
Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property, that any object included in 
the Canadian Cultural Property Export Control List is 
designated by Canada as being of importance to the country 
for archaeology, prehistory, history, literature, art or science. 
Under the Act, it is illegal to export or to attempt to export 
from Canada any object included in the Control List, except 
under the authority of and in accordance with a temporary 
or permanent permit issued under the Act. Under the terms 
of the 1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally exported 
cultural property is imported into a fellow signatory state, 
Canada may be afforded the opportunity to request the 
return of the property. 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


The designation of institutions and public authorities is a 
ministerial responsibility associated with the certification 
process carried out by the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board. Designation is a means of ensuring 
that objects certified by the Board are housed in institutions 
that have the capacity to ensure their long-term preservation 
and to make them accessible to the public by means of 
exhibitions and/or for research purposes. It is to designated 
institutions that donors/vendors must make their donation/ 
sale in order to be admissible for a Cultural Property Income 
Tax Certificate (Form T871). To be eligible for the Movable 
Cultural Property Grants Program, applicant institutions and 


public authorities must also be designated. 
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Section 2 of the Act defines an “institution” as one that is 
publicly owned and operated solely for the benefit of the 
public, that is established for educational or cultural purposes, 
and that conserves objects and exhibits them or otherwise 
makes them available to the public. A “public authority” is 
defined as Her Majesty in right of Canada or a province, an 
agent of her Majesty in either such right, a municipality in 
Canada, a municipal or public body performing a function 
of government in Canada, or a corporation performing a 
function or duty on behalf of Her Majesty in right of 


Canada or a province. 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated as either 
Category “A’ or Category “B.” Under Category “A,” Canadian 
institutions or public authorities may be designated in 
relation to any objects that fall within the collecting mandate 
of the institution or public authority as defined at the time 
of designation. Under Category “B,” Canadian institutions 
or public authorities may be designated in relation to the 
donation or sale of a specific object or collection and not to 


any other object that may be offered in the future. 


In 2005-2006, three institutions were granted Category “A’ 
designation status, bringing the total to 271. Eight institu- 
tions were granted Category “B” designations. (A list of 
Category “A” and Category “B” institutions and public 
authorities designated from April 1, 2005, to March 31, 2006, 
can be found in Appendices 2-1 and 2-2. See Appendix 2-3 
for a complete list of Category “A” institutions and public 


authorities, by province. ) 


Review of Category “A” Designated 
Institutions and Public Authorities 

Institutions have been designated as Category “A’ over a 
thirty-year period. In the context of the federal government's 
ongoing exercise of due diligence, the Movable Cultural 
Property Directorate has, since 2000, been requesting 

that Category “A’ institutions provide updated information 
in the context of a renewed application for designation. 

In 2005-2006, a memorandum sent to all Category “A’ 
designated institutions formalized a systematic review 


process to be completed in the decade ahead. The purpose 


of the designation review exercise is to confirm the insti- 
tution’s Category “A” status, and where relevant, to extend 
that status to include additional categories of movable 
cultural property where collecting mandates have been 
expanded. The review is part of ensuring that certified 
cultural property currently housed in designated institutions 
is being cared for. Between 2000 and the end of the period 
covered by this report, 32 designated institutions were asked 
to present renewed designation applications. Priority was 
given to institutions that make frequent applications for 


certification and/or grants. 


Movable Cultural Property 
Grants Program 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may make 
grants to institutions and public authorities to purchase 
either objects for which export permits have been refused 
or cultural property situated outside Canada that is related 


to the national heritage. 


From April 1, 2005, to March 31, 2006, the Movable Cultural 
Property Program received ten grant applications from 
designated institutions, all of which were awarded for a total 
of $1,163,680. (For a list of grants awarded over the period, 
see Appendix 2-4.) 


International Cooperation under 
the 1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 UNESCO 
Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 
Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural 
Property. This Convention places the onus on each signatory 
state to develop its own legislation to protect and preserve its 
cultural heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate the 
return of illegally exported cultural property to its country 
of origin. The Cultural Property Export and Import Act 
contains provisions whereby it is a criminal offence to 
import into Canada cultural property that has been illegally 
exported from a state that is a fellow signatory to an 
international cultural property agreement. Penalties upon 
conviction of an offence under the Act include fine or 


imprisonment, or both. 
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Illegal Imports 

Since the 1970 UNESCO Convention came into force in 
Canada in 1978, there have been 15 actions by Canada over 
illegal imports. Two of these were resolved during the period 
covered by this report, resulting in the return of cultural 
property to their country of origin: Peru and Columbia. 


International Agreements 
and Committees 


Hague Protocols 

On May 18, 2005, on International Museums Day, the 
Government of Canada announced its intention to proceed 
toward accession to the First and Second Protocols of the 
1954 UNESCO Convention for the Protection of Cultural 
Property in the Event of Armed Conflict, known as The 
Hague Convention. The Convention contains provisions to 
protect cultural property during periods of armed conflict 
and occupation, as well as measures to be taken during 
peacetime to ensure such protection, should conflict occur. 
The Convention was also accompanied in 1954 by a Protocol 
(the First Protocol) that deals specifically with the issue of 
export of cultural property from occupied territories. In 
1999, a Second Protocol was adopted after certain aspects of 
the Convention were identified as ineffective or insufficient 
to address some of the changes seen in armed conflict, such 
as the increase in non-international conflicts based on ethnic 


or religious grounds. 


Though Canada joined the Hague Convention in 1999, 

with the adoption by UNESCO of the Second Protocol, the 
Government of Canada needed to assess the mechanisms 
that were already in place that would allow it to fulfill the 
obligations it would have under both the First and Second 
Protocols, and to identify what new mechanisms, if any, were 
needed. It was determined that almost everything required 
to implement the Protocols in Canada was in place. However, 
some amendments were necessary to the Criminal Code and 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act before Canada 
could consider joining the Protocols. On May 19, 2005, 

Bill S-37 was tabled and later passed without amendment. 
On November 25, 2005, the bill received Royal Assent. 
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On November 29, Canada deposited its Instruments of 
Accession to both Protocols at UNESCO and the Protocols 


came into force in Canada on March 1, 2006. 


The coming into force of the Protocols means that 
Canadians, including Canada’s armed forces, are bound by 
the obligations contained in the Protocols, and that violations 
of the Convention and its Protocols can be prosecuted in 
Canadian courts. Beyond the amendments to the Criminal 
Code, Bill S-37 also amended the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act by prohibiting Canadians from illegally 
exporting or removing cultural property from occupied 
territories that are parties to the Second Protocol. Previously, 
prosecution in such cases could only take place under the Act 
if the illegally exported object were subsequently imported to 
Canada. Amendments to the Act also allow for the return of 
such objects to their country of origin. In joining the Hague 
Protocols, Canada not only reaffirmed its longstanding 
commitment to international co-operation in the protection 
of heritage, but took an important step in responding to the 
challenges of our time.

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APPENDIX 1-2 


Guidelines for “Outstanding Significance and National Importance” 


The following guidelines have been developed to assist 
designated institutions in explaining, in their statements for 
applications for certification for income tax purposes, why 
cultural property is of “outstanding significance and 


national importance.” 


Pursuant to section 11 of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act, cultural property, which includes an object, 
collection or assemblage, may be of “outstanding 


significance and national importance”: 


* by reason of its close association with Canadian history 


or national life; and/or 
* its aesthetic qualities; and/or 
* its value in the study of the arts or sciences. 


NOTE: While not all of the criteria may be applicable to 
all types of cultural property, applicants are encouraged to 
address as many of the criteria as possible. 


1. Regional, Provincial, and National Factors 
Objects and/or collections with regional or provincial 
significance can be considered to be of “outstanding 
significance and national importance” if their importance to 
the region, province, nation or ethnocultural community is 
demonstrated. This is based on the recognition that Canada 
includes many regions, that regional differences do exist, and 
that objects produced within a region contribute to national 
identity. The important factor is to make the case from the 
perspective of the institution — that is, why the cultural 
property is of “outstanding significance and national 
importance” for the institution accepting the donation or 
making the purchase. Each application for certification for 
income tax purposes must include the reasons why the 
particular cultural property meets the criteria of 


“outstanding significance and national importance.” 
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2. Pertinence 

The pertinence of cultural property is a primary consider- 
ation when determining if it is of “outstanding significance 
and national importance.” Pertinence may be considered 
from several perspectives: pertinence to the acquisition 
mandate of the institution and/or to other objects in the 
collection. It is essential that these relationships be clearly 
demonstrated when addressing “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


Example: A painting created by an artist during his youth 
might be significant in a collection of his early works that 
would illustrate his development as an artist, while the same 
painting would not necessarily be of “outstanding significance” 


in a collection where this was the only work by the artist. 


3. Association with other Objects 

(Collections, Assemblages and Archival Fonds) 
A distinction should be made between a collection and an 
assemblage of cultural property. A “collection,” whether 
comprised of works of art, scientific specimens or archival 
material, is usually considered to be focused on and developed 
around a specific theme or the result of “connoisseurship” 
and careful selection. An “assemblage,” in contrast, tends 

to reflect the collector’s diverse interests and may contain 
objects that have no relevance to other objects in the group 
or to the acquisition mandate of the collecting institution. 
An archival fonds, albeit diverse, is an organic unit that docu- 
ments the function or activity of an individual, association 


or corporation; it is not considered to be an assemblage. 


Collections may also be uneven in terms of their quality and 
the significance of the objects found therein. As a result, it is 
necessary to demonstrate that “the whole is greater than the 
sum of the parts”; that is, an object may not be significant 
by itself but becomes significant because of its relationship 


to the other objects in the collection. 


In some cases, not all objects within an assemblage, 
collection or archival fonds may be determined to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance,’ and 

the Board may request an institution to cull what has been 
submitted for certification. If this occurs, a tax receipt for a 
charitable donation can be issued by the recipient institution 


for those items that are not certified as cultural property. 


4. Significance of the Maker/Author/Collector 
The history of ownership or provenance of an object can 
contribute to its “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” since association with an individual or an 
event can add historical importance and “context.” Relevant 
biographical information about the “maker,” author or 
collector (if “known”) should be provided, including 
information explaining why the creator and/or the body 


of work is significant. 


NOTE: Not all works by a nationally known artist are 
automatically of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” It is recognized that a major artist can produce 
works that are not of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” while an artist who is known only regionally 
can produce a work that is truly of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


5. Significance of the Object 

The significance of the object must be addressed in con- 
junction with other criteria for “outstanding significance 
and national importance.” Information must also be 
provided about why the cultural property is important — 
whether it is because of its symbolic, representational, 


inspirational, commemorative or other value. 


6. Archival, Documentary or Research Value 
When describing the “outstanding significance and national 
importance” of cultural property that is acquired primarily 
for its archival, documentary or research value, the scientific, 


social, historic or evidential value must be explained. 
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7. Authenticity/Attribution 

Only authentic objects may normally be certified as cultural 
property. Where an object is attributed to an individual, 
school, culture, period, workshop, or geographic region, a 
detailed statement explaining the reasons for the attribution 
must be provided. 


If certification is being requested for historical transcripts of 
documents or acknowledged fakes or forgeries, the fact that 
these objects are not authentic originals must be stated and 
their significance carefully explained. Additional information 
about why certification is being requested for fakes and 
forgeries must be provided. 


All documentation that is relevant to, or contains 
information about, the authenticity of an object must be 
made available to the appraisers at the time the appraisal is 
being done. The appraiser’s report must make reference to 


this information and any reservations it contains. 


8. Aesthetic Qualities 

Aesthetic qualities are an important consideration when 
determining if the cultural property is of “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” In the event of 
cultural differences in the interpretation of aesthetics, these 
differences should be clearly identified in the discussion. 


9. Condition 

Condition may affect both the fair market value and the 
Board’s determination with respect to “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” Applications for 
objects that are in a state of deterioration or that require 
extensive conservation treatment should include both a 
condition report and an expanded statement explaining the 
steps that will be taken to ensure that the cultural property, 
or the information it contains, will be preserved. 


10. Rarity 

The rarity of an object may also be a factor when 
determining its “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” Information should therefore be provided 
about whether the object is unique, rare or well represented 
in Canadian collections. Information about how the object 


complements material already in Canadian collections 
should also be included. 
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11. Multiple Copies 

Cultural property that exists in multiple copies, or is mass 
produced, can be considered to be of sufficient significance 
or importance if other criteria are adequately addressed. The 
Board reserves the right, however, to determine that an 
example of a multiple work is of “outstanding significance 
and national importance” in the context of one institution’s 
collection, while the same work might not fulfil these criteria 
in another collection. 


The size of the edition must be provided, and could affect 
the Board’s determination. Normally, not more than two 
copies of a recently created object per institution will be 
considered to be of sufficient significance and importance 
unless other factors, such as age and rarity, support the 


argument for certification. 
12. “Canadian Content” 


Both Canadian and non-Canadian cultural property may be 


of “outstanding significance and national importance.” 
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13. Medium 

The medium must be provided in the “Description” section 
of the application form, but is generally not a consideration 
for determining “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the medium is a consideration, this must 


be explained. 


14. Recent Works 

Works created within three years of the date that certification 
is requested will not normally be considered to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance.” Requests 
for certification of cultural property created within the last 
three years require additional argumentation to substantiate 
the “outstanding significance and national importance” of 
the artist/author/maker and object, and to demonstrate that 


the object in question clearly meets these criteria.

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INTRODUCTION 


Since its inception in 1977, the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act has served to encourage and ensure the preservation 
in Canada of significant examples of this nation’s artistic, 
historic, and scientific heritage. It accomplishes this through 
provisions governing an export and import control system, 
designation of institutions and public authorities that have 
demonstrated the capacity to preserve cultural property and 
make it accessible to the public, tax incentives to encourage 
Canadians to donate or sell significant objects to public 
institutions in Canada, and grants to assist public institutions 
in the purchase of cultural property under certain conditions. 
The responsibilities for carrying out these provisions are 
shared by the Minister of Canadian Heritage and an 


independent administrative tribunal established by the Act, 
the Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board, 
together with other government organizations responsible 
for particular activities associated with the enforcement of 
the Act. 


This report of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act,

Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 

Section 20 of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act 
(Act) stipulates that the duties of the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board (Board) are as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications for export 


permits that have been refused, when requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects for which 
the issuing of export permits has been delayed by the 
Board, to make determinations respecting fair cash offers 


to purchase cultural property, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural property for 
income tax purposes by making determinations of 
outstanding significance and national importance and 


of fair market value. 


The Board’s chief activity is the certification of cultural 
property for the purposes of issuing Cultural Property 
Income Tax Certificates (Canada Revenue Agency Form 


1871) to individual or corporate donors and vendors. 


Faced with limited acquisition funds, Canadian collecting 
institutions have been able to benefit from the availability 

of tax incentives! to build and enrich their collections by 
involving Canadians in the important role of preserving the 
nation’s heritage. A vigorous donations program, encouraged 
by the tax incentives available through the provisions of the 
Income Tax Act, acts as the first line of defence in preventing 
the permanent export of objects of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


The second line of defence in keeping cultural property in 
Canada is the export control system, which is administered 
by the Department of Canadian Heritage. The export control 
mechanisms provided for under the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act are instrumental in safeguarding in Canada 
significant cultural property that would otherwise be exported. 
Of the items that come before the Board on review as a 
result of denied export permits and for which the Board 
establishes an export delay period, a significant proportion 
generally remains in the country through purchase by 
designated Canadian collecting institutions with the 
assistance of Movable Cultural Property Grants.

The Income Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by the Board and sold or 


donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to such institutions are also eligible for a tax credit 
based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are claimed for any charitable donations and gifts. 
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Membership 
Members of the Board are appointed by the Governor 
in Council, on the recommendation of the Minister of 


Canadian Heritage, for terms usually of three years. 


Section 18 of the Act requires that the Board be a maximum 
of 10 residents of Canada, to be composed as follows: the 
Chairperson and one other member chosen from the general 
public; up to four other members who are, or have been, 
officers, members or employees of art galleries, museums, 
archives, libraries or other similar institutions in Canada; 
and up to four other members who are, or have been, dealers 
in or collectors of art, antiques or other objects that form 
part of the national heritage. Three members, at least one of 
whom belongs to the second category and one to the third, 
constitute a quorum. (See Appendix 1-1 for a list of Board 
members in 2006-2007.) 


Meetings 

The Board held four meetings in 2006-2007: May 24 — 26, 
2006; September 18 — 20, 2006, December 6 — 8, 2006, and 
March 6 — 9, 2007. The May meeting was held in Winnipeg 
and the September, December, and March meetings were 
held in Ottawa. 


Expert Advice 

Section 22 of the Act states that the Board may call upon any 
individual who has professional, technical or other special 
knowledge, including valuation experts, to assist in an 


advisory capacity. 


Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 


The Certification Process 

For cultural property to be considered for certification, 

a donor or vendor of cultural property must first reach a 
tentative agreement concerning the donation or sale with 

an institution or public authority designated by the Minister 
of Canadian Heritage. Designated institutions or public 
authorities typically make applications for certification to 


the Board on behalf of donors or vendors. 


To certify cultural property, the Board must determine 
whether the property meets the criteria set out in paragraphs 
11(1)(a) and (b) of the Act, that is: 


a) whether the object is of outstanding significance by 
reason of its close association with Canadian history or 
national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its value in the 


study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such national importance that its 
loss to Canada would significantly diminish the national 


. yi} 
heritage.~ 


As part of its application for certification, the applicant must 
therefore provide arguments demonstrating that the property 
meets these criteria. (For a list of institutional guidelines 

for assessing the outstanding significance and national 
importance to Canada of specific objects, collections, or 


assemblages, see Appendix 1-2.) 


In addition to determining that cultural property meets the 
criteria of “outstanding significance and national importance,” 
the Board must also determine the fair market value of such 


property for income tax purposes.*

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Overview of Certified Cultural Property, 
2006-2007 

Between April 1, 2006 and March 31, 2007, the Board 

made determinations with respect to 840 applications for 
certification, representing more than $114 million in cultural 
property donated or sold to designated Canadian institutions 
or public authorities. Of this amount, donations accounted 
for 96.5%, sales 3.1% and split-receipts for 0.35%. (See 
Appendix 1-4 for details.) While archival and library 
material constituted approximately 25% of all applications, 
the largest number, 68%, were fine art (paintings, works on 
paper, and sculpture). A significant proportion of the fine- 
art category was made up of Canadian contemporary art. 
Other dispositions included decorative art, ethnographic 
objects, folk art, as well as collections of insects, meteorites, 


military medals, and minerals. 


Of the 840 applications for which the Board made 
determinations in 2006-07, 77% were determined at the 
Original Value, while 23% were determined at a value that 
was different from the Original Value (Original Value refers 
to the proposed value on the application for certification 
submitted by the designated institution or public authority; 
this is based on the appraisal(s) submitted with the 
application). Of those determinations that differed from the 
Original Value, 37 determinations, or 4.4% of the total 
number of applications were determined at values exceeding 
the proposed value. Therefore, determinations at or above 
the proposed values accounted for 81% of applications 

for certification in 2006-07. (See Appendices 1-3 to 1-9) 


Appeals of Board Determinations 

Where donors are not satisfied with determinations of fair 
market value, they may, within 12 months after the day on 
which notice of the determination was given, make a request 
for redetermination. In 2006-2007, the Board reviewed 7 
such requests, each of which were redetermined at a higher 
value, resulting in a total determined and redetermined 


value less than half of one percent more than the original 


determinations for all applications. (See Appendix 1-8 for 
details). Where donors are not satisfied with a redetermination 
of fair market value made by the Board, they may file an 
appeal to the Tax Court of Canada within 90 days after the 
day on which a Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate 

is issued. In 2006-2007, no appeals to the Tax Court of 
Canada were filed. 


Review of Denied Export Permits 


The Review Process 

Only certain types of movable cultural property are 
controlled under the Act and therefore require an export 
permit for either temporary or permanent removal from the 
country. The Canadian Cultural Property Export Control 
List describes in detail the range of cultural material that 
requires an export permit. (see Appendix 2-1 for a summary 


of the groups on this list) 


The export control system is administered by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage in collaboration with the Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA). The Board’s role in this system is to 
review, at the request of an applicant, an application for an 


export permit that has been denied. 


Any export permit applicant who receives a Notice of Refusal 
from a permit officer on the advice of an expert examiner, 
may, within 30 days, request that the application be reviewed 
by the Board. Using the same criteria applied by the expert 
examiner, the Board, in its review, must determine, pursuant 


to subsection 29 (3) of the Act, whether the object in question: 
a) is included in the Control List 


b) is of outstanding significance by reason of its close 
association with Canadian history or national life, its 
aesthetic qualities, or its value in the study of the arts 


or sciences; and 


c) is of such a degree of national importance that its loss 
would significantly diminish the national heritage. 
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If the Board determines that the object fails to meet the 
above criteria, it will direct the permit officer to issue the 
permit. If the Board determines that the object meets the 
above criteria, and if it concludes that an offer to purchase 
the object might be made by an institution or public 
authority in Canada, it establishes a delay period of between 
two and six months, during which time the permit may 
not be issued. Advised of the Board’s decision, the Minister 
of Canadian Heritage makes the delay period known to 
designated institutions and public authorities, so that they 
may consider the option to purchase the material with 


possible assistance of a Movable Cultural Property Grant. 


Export Review Hearings, April 1, 2006, 

to March 31, 2007 

During the period covered in this report, the Board reviewed 
14 applications for export permits that had been refused by 
a permit officer on the advice of an expert examiner. Of the 
denied applications reviewed by the Board, five were for the 
export of objects of fine art, two for objects of ethnography 
and ethnographic art, three for objects of decorative art, one 
for scientific or technological objects, two for the export of 


mineral specimens, and one for a fossil specimen. 


The Board denied 13 of the applications reviewed. Of the 
cultural property denied, two items remained in Canada as a 
result of purchase with the assistance of a Movable Cultural 
Property Grant, one remained in Canada as a result of 
purchase by a Canadian institution without grant support, 
and five were exported at the end of the delay period. 
Objects relating to three permit requests stayed in Canada 
because the delay period expired and no request was made 
for issuance of the permit. (For a summary of Board 
hearings and results, see Appendix 1-10.) 
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Determinations of Fair Cash Offer to Purchase 
If an offer is made to purchase cultural property during a 
delay period and the offer is refused, either the applicant or 
the institution/public authority making the offer may request 
in writing that the Board determine the amount of money 
that would constitute a “fair cash offer to purchase.” This 
request must be made at least 30 days before the end of the 


delay period. 


If the Board receives such a request, it determines the 
amount of a fair cash offer and advises the applicant and the 
institution/public authority simultaneously. If no institution 
or public authority offers to purchase the object for an 
amount equal to, or greater than, the amount determined 

by the Board, the Board directs the permit officer to issue 

an export permit at the end of the delay period, if requested 
to do so by the applicant. 


If an institution or public authority has made an offer to 
purchase the object for an amount equal to, or greater than, 
the amount determined by the Board, and this offer has been 
rejected by the applicant, the export permit is not issued and 
no further application for a permit may be made for a period 
of two years from the date of the Notice of Refusal issued 

by the permit officer. At that time, a new permit application 


must be completed, and the process begins again. 


During the period covered by this report, two requests were 
made to the Board for determinations of fair cash offer to 


purchase. (See Appendix 1-10.) 
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PART Il - MOVABLE CULTURAL PROPERTY DIRECTORATE 


Movable Cultural Property Directorate: 
Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Directorate, in addition to 
providing support to the Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board, carries out Ministerial responsibilities under 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act (Act). These 
responsibilities include administering the export control 
system, assessing institutions and public authorities for the 
purpose of designation, and managing the Movable Cultural 
Property Grants Program, as well as fulfilling Canada’s inter- 
national obligations under the 1970 UNESCO Convention 
on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, 
Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Any item that may be important from an archaeological, 
prehistorical, historical, artistic or scientific perspective can 
be considered “movable cultural property.’ However, only 
certain types of movable cultural property are “controlled” 
under the Act. The Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Control List defines classes of objects that are subject to 
export control, based on the object’s age and value (See 
Appendix 2-1 for a summary of the groups on this list). 

If cultural property is included in the Control List, an 
export permit is required for its temporary or permanent 
removal from the country. The responsibilities of the 
Movable Cultural Property Directorate include coordinating 
the processing of permit applications through an extensive 
network of Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) permit 


officers and examiners. 
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Export Permits 

Export permits are issued by permit officers working for the 
CBSA in offices located throughout Canada. Expert examiners 
include more than 350 academics, curators, archivists, 

and librarians who have been named by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage to help determine whether cultural 
property that is proposed for export is of such outstanding 
significance to Canada’s cultural heritage that its loss to 
Canada would significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial evaluation 
of the permit application, that the object proposed for 
permanent export is included in the Control List and has 
been in the country for more than 35 years, the officer must 
forward a copy of the application to an expert examiner for 
a recommendation as to whether or not the object can be 
considered to be of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the expert examiner deems the object to 
be of “outstanding significance and national importance,” 
the permit officer will refuse the permit; otherwise it will 
be issued. 


Between April 1, 2006, and March 31, 2007, 415 permit 
applications were submitted. Approximately 17.5% (73) were 
applications for temporary permits, for purposes such as 
exhibition, conservation and research; these were granted 
automatically in accordance with the Act. The remaining 
82.5% (342) were applications for permanent export, for 
purposes such as sale on international markets, delivery to 
foreign buyers or moving abroad. Of the applications for 
permanent export, 4% (14) were denied by the expert 
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examiners because the cultural property in question was 
deemed of such “outstanding significance and national 
importance” that its loss to Canada would significantly 
diminish the national heritage and were subsequently 
reviewed by the Canadian Cultural Property Export Review 


Board upon request from the applicants. 


Illegal Exports 

Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article | of the 
1970 UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property, that any object included 

in the Canadian Cultural Property Export Control List is 
designated by Canada as being of importance to the country 
for archaeology, prehistory, history, literature, art or science. 
Under the Act, it is illegal to export or to attempt to export 
from Canada any object included in the Control List, except 
under the authority of and in accordance with a temporary 
or permanent permit issued under the Act. Under the terms 
of the 1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally exported 
cultural property is imported into a fellow signatory state, 
Canada may be afforded the opportunity to request the 


return of the property. 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


The designation of institutions and public authorities is a 
Ministerial responsibility associated with the certification 
process carried out by the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board. Designation is a means of ensuring 
that objects certified by the Board are housed in institutions 
that have the capacity to ensure their long-term preservation 
and to make them accessible to the public by means of 
exhibitions and/or for research purposes. In order to be 
admissible for a Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate 
(Form T871), donors/vendors must make their donations/sales 
to designated institutions or public authorities. Applicant 
institutions and public authorities must also be designated 
in order to be eligible for the Movable Cultural Property 


Grants Program. 
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Section 2 of the Act defines an “institution” as one that is 
publicly owned and operated solely for the benefit of the 
public, that is established for educational or cultural purposes, 
and that conserves objects and exhibits them or otherwise 
makes them available to the public. A “public authority” is 
defined as Her Majesty in right of Canada or a province, an 
agent of her Majesty in either such right, a municipality in 
Canada, a municipal or public body performing a function 
of government in Canada, or a corporation performing 

a function or duty on behalf of Her Majesty in right of 


Canada or a province. 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated as either 
Category “A” or Category “B.” Under Category “A,” Canadian 
institutions or public authorities may be designated in 
relation to any objects that fall within their collecting 
mandates. Under Category “B,” Canadian institutions or 
public authorities may be designated in relation to the 


donation or sale of a specific object or collection. 


In 2006-2007, four institutions were granted Category “A” 
designation status, bringing the total to 276. Ten institutions 
were granted Category “B” designations. (A list of Category 
‘A’ and Category “B” institutions and public authorities 
designated from April 1, 2006, to March 31, 2007 can be 
found in Appendices 2-2 and 2-3. See Appendix 2-4 

for a complete list of Category “A” institutions and public 


authorities, by province. ) 


Review of Category “A” Designated 
Institutions and Public Authorities 

Institutions have been designated as Category “A’ over a 
thirty-year period. In the context of the federal government’s 
ongoing exercise of due diligence, the Movable Cultural 
Property Directorate has, since 2000, been requesting that 
Category “A’ institutions provide updated information in the 
context of a renewed application for designation to ensure 
that they continue to meet the professional requirements 

for designation. In 2006-2007, a memorandum sent to all 
Category “A” designated institutions formalized a systematic 
review process to be completed in the decade ahead. The 


purpose of the designation review exercise is to confirm the 
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institution’s Category “A” status, and where relevant, to extend 
that status to include additional categories of movable 
cultural property where collecting mandates have been 
expanded since the original designation. Between 2000 and 
the end of the period covered by this report, 63 designated 
institutions were asked to present renewed designation 
applications. Priority was given to institutions that make 


frequent applications for certification and/or grants. 


Movable Cultural Property 
Grants Program 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may make 
grants to institutions and public authorities to purchase 
either objects for which export permits have been refused or 
cultural property situated outside Canada that is related to 


the national heritage. 


From April 1, 2006, to March 31, 2007, the Movable Cultural 
Property Directorate received 13 grant applications from 
designated institutions, of which 9 were awarded by the 
Minister, in addition to the second and final instalment 

for a grant request from 2005-06, for a total expenditure of 
$1,486,336.50. (For a list of grants awarded over the period, 
see Appendix 2-5.) 
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International Cooperation under 
the 1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 UNESCO 
Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 
Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural 
Property. This Convention places the onus on each signatory 
state to develop its own legislation to protect and preserve 
its cultural heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate 
the return of illegally exported cultural property to its 
country of origin. The Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act contains provisions whereby it is a criminal offence to 
import into Canada cultural property that has been illegally 
exported from a state that is a fellow signatory to an 
international cultural property agreement. Penalties upon 
conviction of an offence under the Act include fine or 


imprisonment, or both. 


Illegal Imports 

Since the 1970 UNESCO Convention came into force in 
Canada in 1978, there have been 15 actions by Canada over 
illegal imports. The Movable Cultural Property Directorate 
assesses an increasing number of cases which stem from the 
purchase of antiquities on the Internet. Of the 34 new cases 
opened in 2006-07, six originated from online auction sites.

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APPENDIX 1-2 


Guidelines for “Outstanding Significance and National Importance” 


The following guidelines have been developed to assist 
designated institutions in explaining, in their statements 
for applications for certification for income tax purposes, 
why cultural property is of “outstanding significance and 


national importance.” 


Pursuant to section 11 of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act, cultural property, which includes an object, 
collection or assemblage, may be of “outstanding 


significance and national importance”: 


* by reason of its close association with Canadian history 


or national life; and/or 
* its aesthetic qualities; and/or 
* its value in the study of the arts or sciences. 


NOTE: While not all of the criteria may be applicable to 
all types of cultural property, applicants are encouraged to 


address as many of the criteria as possible. 


1. Regional, Provincial, and National Factors 
Objects and/or collections with regional or provincial 
significance can be considered to be of “outstanding 
significance and national importance” if their importance to 
the region, province, nation or ethnocultural community is 
demonstrated. This is based on the recognition that Canada 
includes many regions, that regional differences do exist, and 
that objects produced within a region contribute to national 
identity. The important factor is to make the case from the 
perspective of the institution — that is, why the cultural 
property is of “outstanding significance and national 
importance” for the institution accepting the donation or 
making the purchase. Each application for certification for 
income tax purposes must include the reasons why the 
particular cultural property meets the criteria of “outstanding 


significance and national importance.” 
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2. Pertinence 

The pertinence of cultural property is a primary 
consideration when determining if it is of “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” Pertinence may 

be considered from several perspectives: pertinence to the 
acquisition mandate of the institution and/or to other 
objects in the collection. It is essential that these relationships 
be clearly demonstrated when addressing “outstanding 


significance and national importance.” 


Example: A painting created by an artist during his youth 
might be significant in a collection of his early works that 
would illustrate his development as an artist, while the same 
painting would not necessarily be of “outstanding significance” 


in a collection where this was the only work by the artist. 


3. Association with other Objects 

(Collections, Assemblages and Archival Fonds) 
A distinction should be made between a collection and an 
assemblage of cultural property. A “collection,” whether 
comprised of works of art, scientific specimens or archival 
material, is usually considered to be focused on and developed 
around a specific theme or the result of “connoisseurship” 
and careful selection. An “assemblage,” in contrast, tends 

to reflect the collector’s diverse interests and may contain 
objects that have no relevance to other objects in the group 
or to the acquisition mandate of the collecting institution. 
An archival fonds, albeit diverse, is an organic unit that 
documents the function or activity of an individual, 
association or corporation; it is not considered to be 


an assemblage. 


Collections may also be uneven in terms of their quality and 
the significance of the objects found therein. As a result, it is 
necessary to demonstrate that “the whole is greater than the 
sum of the parts”; that is, an object may not be significant 
by itself but becomes significant because of its relationship 


to the other objects in the collection. 


In some cases, not all objects within an assemblage, 
collection or archival fonds may be determined to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance,’ and 
the Board may request an institution to cull what has been 
submitted for certification. If this occurs, a tax receipt for a 
charitable donation can be issued by the recipient institution 


for those items that are not certified as cultural property. 


4. Significance of the Maker/Author/Collector 
The history of ownership or provenance of an object can 
contribute to its “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” since association with an individual or an 
event can add historical importance and “context.” Relevant 
biographical information about the “maker,” author or 
collector (if “known”) should be provided, including 
information explaining why the creator and/or the body 


of work is significant. 


NOTE: Not all works by a nationally known artist are 
automatically of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” It is recognized that a major artist can produce 
works that are not of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” while an artist who is known only regionally 
can produce a work that is truly of “outstanding significance 


and national importance.” 


5. Significance of the Object 

The significance of the object must be addressed in 
conjunction with other criteria for “outstanding significance 
and national importance.” Information must also be 
provided about why the cultural property is important — 
whether it is because of its symbolic, representational, 


inspirational, commemorative or other value. 


6. Archival, Documentary or Research Value 
When describing the “outstanding significance and national 
importance” of cultural property that is acquired primarily 
for its archival, documentary or research value, the scientific, 


social, historic or evidential value must be explained. 
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7. Authenticity/Attribution 

Only authentic objects may normally be certified as cultural 
property. Where an object is attributed to an individual, 
school, culture, period, workshop, or geographic region, a 
detailed statement explaining the reasons for the attribution 
must be provided. 


If certification is being requested for historical transcripts of 
documents or acknowledged fakes or forgeries, the fact that 
these objects are not authentic originals must be stated and 
their significance carefully explained. Additional information 
about why certification is being requested for fakes and 
forgeries must be provided. 


All documentation that is relevant to, or contains information 
about, the authenticity of an object must be made available 
to the appraisers at the time the appraisal is being done. The 
appraiser’s report must make reference to this information 


and any reservations it contains. 


8. Aesthetic Qualities 

Aesthetic qualities are an important consideration when 
determining if the cultural property is of “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” In the event of 
cultural differences in the interpretation of aesthetics, these 
differences should be clearly identified in the discussion. 


9. Condition 

Condition may affect both the fair market value and 

the Board’s determination with respect to “outstanding 
significance and national importance.” Applications for 
objects that are in a state of deterioration or that require 
extensive conservation treatment should include both a 
condition report and an expanded statement explaining the 
steps that will be taken to ensure that the cultural property, 


or the information it contains, will be preserved. 
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10. Rarity 

The rarity of an object may also be a factor when 
determining its “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” Information should therefore be provided 
about whether the object is unique, rare or well represented 
in Canadian collections. Information about how the object 
complements material already in Canadian collections 


should also be included. 


11. Multiple Copies 

Cultural property that exists in multiple copies, or is mass 
produced, can be considered to be of sufficient significance 
or importance if other criteria are adequately addressed. 
The Board reserves the right, however, to determine that an 
example of a multiple work is of “outstanding significance 


and national importance” in the context of one institution’s 


collection, while the same work might not fulfil these criteria 


in another collection. 


The size of the edition must be provided, and could affect 
the Board’s determination. Normally, not more than two 
copies of a recently created object per institution will be 
considered to be of sufficient significance and importance 
unless other factors, such as age and rarity, support the 


argument for certification. 
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12. “Canadian Content” 
Both Canadian and non-Canadian cultural property may 


be of “outstanding significance and national importance.” 


13. Medium 

The medium must be provided in the “Description” section 
of the application form, but is generally not a consideration 
for determining “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the medium is a consideration, this must be 


explained. 


14. Recent Works 

Works created within three years of the date that certification 
is requested will not normally be considered to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance.” 
Requests for certification of cultural property created within 
the last three years require additional argumentation to 
substantiate the “outstanding significance and national 
importance” of the artist/author/maker and object, and 

to demonstrate that the object in question clearly meets 


these criteria.

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INTRODUCTION 


Since its adoption in 1977, the Cultural Property Export 

and Import Act has served to encourage and ensure the 
preservation in Canada of significant examples of this nation’s 
artistic, historic, and scientific heritage. It accomplishes this 
through provisions governing an export and import control 
system, designation of institutions and public authorities 
that have demonstrated the capacity to preserve cultural 
property and make it accessible to the public, tax incentives 
to encourage Canadians to donate or sell significant objects 
to public institutions in Canada, and grants to assist public 
institutions in the purchase of cultural property under 
certain conditions. The responsibilities for carrying out these 
provisions are shared by the Minister of Canadian Heritage 


and an independent administrative tribunal established 
by the Act, the Canadian Cultural Property Export Review 
Board, together with other government organizations 
responsible for particular activities associated with the 
enforcement of the Act. 


Marking 30 years of the Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act, this report covers fiscal year 2007-2008, and includes, in 
Part I, the Report from the Chair of the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board to the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage and, in Part II, the Report of the Minister concerning 
the activities of the Movable Cultural Property Directorate 
of the Department of Canadian Heritage.

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Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 

Section 20 of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act 
(Act) stipulates that the duties of the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board (Board) are as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications for export 
permits that have been refused, when requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects for which 
the issuing of export permits has been delayed by the 
Board, to make determinations respecting fair cash offers 
to purchase cultural property, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural property for 
income tax purposes by making determinations of 
outstanding significance and national importance and 


of fair market value. 


The Board’s chief activity is the certification of cultural 
property for the purposes of issuing Cultural Property 
Income Tax Certificates (Canada Revenue Agency Form 
T871) to individual or corporate donors and vendors. 
Faced with limited acquisition funds, Canadian collecting 
institutions have been able to build and enrich their 
collections, thanks to special tax incentives! available to 
Canadians through the provisions of the Income Tax Act. 


A vigorous donations program acts as the first line of 
defence in preventing the permanent export of objects of 
“outstanding significance and national importance,” while 
involving individual Canadians and Canadian corporations 
in the important role of preserving the nation’s heritage. 


The second line of defence in keeping cultural property in 
Canada is the export control system, which is administered 
by the Department of Canadian Heritage. The export control 
mechanisms established by the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act are instrumental in safeguarding in Canada 
significant cultural property that would otherwise be exported. 
The Board may establish an export delay period for items 
that come before it for review as a result of refused export 
permits. This provides an opportunity for Canadian 
collecting institutions to purchase outstanding objects for 
their collections. Grants are available from the Department 
to assist with purchase in this circumstance. Subject to 
certain restrictions, if a vendor has not received an offer 
before the export delay period has expired, an export 

permit will be granted. 


Membership 

Members of the Board are appointed by the Governor in 
Council, on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage, for terms usually of three years. 





! The Income Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by the Board and sold or 
donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to such institutions are also eligible for a tax credit 
based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are claimed for any charitable donations and gifts. 
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Section 18 of the Act requires that the Board be a maximum 
of 10 residents of Canada, to be composed as follows: the 
Chairperson and one other member chosen from the general 
public; up to four other members who are, or have been, 
officers, members or employees of art galleries, museums, 
archives, libraries or other similar institutions in Canada; 
and up to four other members who are, or have been, dealers 
in or collectors of art, antiques or other objects that form 
part of the national heritage. Three members, at least one of 
whom belongs to the second category and one to the third, 
constitute a quorum (see Appendix 1-1 for a list of Board 
members in 2007—2008). 


Meetings 

The Board held four meetings in 2007-2008: May 23 — 25, 
2007; September 19 — 21, 2007, December 4 — 7, 2007, and 
March 4 — 7, 2008. The May meeting was held in Vancouver 
and the September, December, and March meetings were 
held in Ottawa. 


Expert Advice 

Section 22 of the Act states that the Board may call upon any 
individual who has professional, technical or other special 
knowledge, including valuation experts, to assist it in an 


advisory capacity. 


Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 


The Certification Process 

For cultural property to be considered for certification, a 
donor or vendor of cultural property must either dispose of 
the property to an institution or public authority designated 
by the Minister of Canadian Heritage or reach a tentative 
disposition agreement with a designated institution or public 
authority. Designated institutions or public authorities 
typically make applications for certification to the Board on 
behalf of donors or vendors. 
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To certify cultural property, the Board must determine 
whether the property meets the criteria set out in paragraphs 
11(1)(a) and (b) of the Act, that is: 


a) whether the object is of outstanding significance by 
reason of its close association with Canadian history or 
national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its value in the 


study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such national importance that 
its loss to Canada would significantly diminish the 


national heritage.? 


As part of its application for certification, the applicant must 
therefore provide arguments demonstrating that the property 


meets these criteria. 


In addition to determining that cultural property meets 
the criteria of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,’ the Board must also determine the fair market 


value of such property for income tax purposes.” 


Overview of Certified Cultural Property, 
2007-2008 

Between April 1, 2007 and March 31, 2008, the Board made 
determinations (including redeterminations) with respect 

to 849 applications for certification, representing more than 
$170 million in cultural property donated or sold to designated 
Canadian institutions or public authorities. Of this amount, 
donations accounted for over 95%, sales for almost 4% and 
split-receipts for just under 1%. While archival and library 
material made up just under 25% of all applications, fine art 
(paintings, works on paper, and sculpture) made up the 
largest number of applications, at almost 70%. A significant 
proportion of the fine art category was made up of Canadian 
contemporary art. Other certified property included decorative 
art, ethnographic objects, folk art, as well as collections of 


insects, meteorites, military medals, and minerals. 





These criteria are also applied by expert examiners when making recommendations with respect to approval or refusal of an application for an export permit 


and by the Board when reviewing applications for export permits that have been refused.

Cultural Property Export and Import Act 


Of the 849 applications for which the Board made 
determinations in 2007-2008, 85.5% were determined 

at the Proposed Value, while 14.5% were determined at a 
value that was different from the Proposed Value (Proposed 
Value refers to the estimated value on the application for 
certification submitted by the designated institution or 
public authority; this is based on the appraisal(s) submitted 
with the application). Of those determinations that differed 
from the Proposed Value, 23 determinations, or slightly less 
than 3% of the total number of applications, were determined 
at values exceeding the Proposed Value. During 2007-2008, 
the Board determined that 25 objects in six applications, 
each in the fine art category, did not meet the criteria of 
“outstanding significance and national importance” and 
were therefore not certified (see Appendix 1-2 for further 
details on Board Certifications). 


Appeals of Board Determinations 

Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with determinations 
of fair market value, they may, within 12 months after the 
day on which notice of the determination was given, make 

a request for redetermination. In 2007-2008, the Board 
made redeterminations with respect to 30 applications for 
certification. Of those requests, 28 were redetermined at a 
higher value, one was redetermined at a lower value, and one 
was redetermined at the value originally determined by the 
Board (see Appendix 1-2: vi for details). 


Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with a 
redetermination of fair market value made by the Board, 
they may file an appeal to the Tax Court of Canada within 
90 days after the day on which a Cultural Property Income 
Tax Certificate is issued. In 2007-2008, one appeal to the 
Tax Court of Canada was filed. For three appeals that were 
filed in the Tax Court of Canada in the 2005-2006 and 
2006-2007 fiscal years, in 2007-2008, one was discontinued 
and two were settled out of court. 


Review of Refused Export Permits 


The Review Process 

The export control system is administered by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage in collaboration with the Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA). The Board’s role in this system is to 
review, at the request of the applicant, applications for export 
permits that have been refused. The Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Control List describes in detail the range 

of cultural material that requires an export permit (see 
Appendix 2-1 for a summary of the categories on this list). 


Export permit applicants who receive a Notice of Refusal 
from a permit officer on the advice of an expert examiner, 
may, within 30 days, request that their application be reviewed 
by the Board. Using the same criteria applied by the expert 
examiner, the Board, in its review, must determine, pursuant 
to subsection 29 (3) of the Act, whether the object in question: 


a) is included in the Control List 


b) is of outstanding significance by reason of its close 
association with Canadian history or national life, its 
aesthetic qualities, or its value in the study of the arts or 
sciences; and 


c) is of such a degree of national importance that its loss 
would significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the Board determines that the object fails to meet the above 
criteria, it will direct the permit officer to issue the permit. 
If the Board determines that the object meets the above 
criteria, and if it concludes that an offer to purchase the 
object might be made by an institution or public authority 
in Canada, it establishes a delay period of between two 
and six months, during which time the permit may not be 
issued. Advised of the Board’s decision, the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage makes the delay period known to 
designated institutions and public authorities, so that they 
may consider the option to purchase the material with 
possible assistance of a Movable Cultural Property Grant. 
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Export Review Hearings, April 1, 2007 

to March 31, 2008 

During the period covered in this report, the Board reviewed 
nine appeals in relation to applications for export permits 
that had been refused by a permit officer on the advice of 
an expert examiner. Of the refused applications reviewed by 
the Board, three were for fine art objects, two for objects of 
ethnography and four for objects of decorative art. 


Of the nine export appeals it reviewed in 2007-2008, the 
Board determined that in one case, the required criteria were 
not met and an export permit was subsequently issued. For 
the remaining eight cases, the Board determined that the 
required criteria were met and established delay periods of 
between three and six months. Of those, two items remained 
in Canada as a result of purchase with the assistance of a 
Movable Cultural Property Grant, and export permits were 
issued for six (see Appendix 1-3 for a summary of Board 


hearings and results). 


Determinations of Fair Cash Offer to Purchase 
If an offer is made to purchase cultural property during a 
delay period and the offer is refused, either the applicant or 
the institution/public authority making the offer may request 
in writing that the Board determine the amount of money 
that would constitute a “fair cash offer to purchase.” This 
request must be made at least 30 days before the end of the 
delay period. 


If the Board receives such a request, it determines the 
amount of a fair cash offer and advises the applicant and the 
institution/public authority simultaneously. If no institution 
or public authority offers to purchase the object for an 
amount equal to, or greater than, the amount determined by 
the Board, the Board directs the permit officer to issue an 
export permit at the end of the delay period, if requested to 
do so by the applicant. 
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If an institution or public authority has made an offer to 
purchase the object for an amount equal to, or greater than, 
the amount determined by the Board, and this offer has been 
rejected by the applicant, the export permit is not issued and 
no further application for a permit may be made for a period 
of two years from the date of the Notice of Refusal issued 

by the permit officer. At that time, a new permit application 


must be completed, and the process begins again. 


During the period covered by this report, one request was 
made to the Board for a determination of a fair cash offer to 


purchase (see Appendix 1-3). 


Communications 

In 2007-2008, the Board began to lay the groundwork for 

a communications strategy whose objective is to make the 
requirements of the Board user-friendly and accessible to 
all who wish to participate in the preservation of Canada’s 
heritage through the means envisioned by the Act. Over the 
period covered by this report, the Chair met with a number 
of stakeholders to seek their feedback on the work of the 
Board and to gain a more realistic perspective of the 
perceptions held by the stakeholders within the cultural and 


heritage community. 


In developing a communications strategy, the Board aims to 
be present in the community, with the Secretariat, through 
the delivery of discussion forums and by engaging the 
community in consultations as it updates its requirements. 
In doing this, it is also striving to streamline its processes, 
while upholding the principles of due diligence and viability 
of the programs under the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act.

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Movable Cultural Property Directorate: 
Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Directorate, in addition to 
providing support to the Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board, carries out Ministerial responsibilities under 
the Cultural Property Export and Import Act (Act). These 
responsibilities include administering the export control 
system, assessing institutions and public authorities for the 
purpose of designation, and managing the Movable Cultural 
Property Grants Program, as well as fulfilling Canada’s 
international obligations under the 1970 UNESCO Convention 
on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, 
Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Any item that may be important from an archaeological, 
prehistorical, historical, artistic or scientific perspective can 
be considered “movable cultural property.” However, only 
certain types of movable cultural property are “controlled” 
under the Act. The Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Control List defines classes of objects that are subject to 
export control, based on the object’s age and value (see 
Appendix 2-1 for a summary of the groups on this list). 

If cultural property is included in the Control List, an export 
permit is required for its temporary or permanent removal 
from the country. The responsibilities of the Movable 
Cultural Property Directorate include coordinating the 
processing of permit applications through an extensive 
network of Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) permit 


officers and examiners. 
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Export Permits 

Export permits are issued by permit officers working for the 
CBSA in offices located throughout Canada. Expert examiners 
include more than 350 academics, curators, archivists, 

and librarians who have been named by the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage to help determine whether cultural 
property that is proposed for export is of such outstanding 
significance to Canada’s cultural heritage that its loss to 
Canada would significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial evaluation 
of the permit application, that the object proposed for 
permanent export is included in the Control List and has 
been in the country for more than 35 years, the officer must 
forward a copy of the application to an expert examiner for 
a recommendation as to whether or not the object can be 
considered to be of “outstanding significance and national 
importance.” If the expert examiner deems the object to be 
of “outstanding significance and national importance,” the 
permit officer will refuse the permit; otherwise the permit 
will be issued. 


Between April 1, 2007 and March 31, 2008, 350 permit 
applications were submitted. Approximately 24% (83) were 
applications for temporary permits, for purposes such as 
exhibition, conservation and research; these were granted in 
accordance with the Act. The remaining 76% (267) were 
applications for permanent export, for purposes such as sale 
on international markets, delivery to foreign buyers, or 
moving abroad. Of the applications for permanent export, 
3% (9) were refused by the expert examiners because the 
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cultural property in question was deemed of such 
“outstanding significance and national importance” that its 
loss to Canada would significantly diminish the national 
heritage and were subsequently reviewed by the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board upon request from 
the applicants. 


Illegal Exports 

Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article | of the 
1970 UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property, that any object included 
in the Canadian Cultural Property Export Control List is 
designated by Canada as being of importance to the country 
for archaeology, prehistory, history, literature, art or science. 
Under the Act, it is illegal to export or to attempt to export 
from Canada any object included in the Control List, except 
under the authority of and in accordance with a temporary 
or permanent permit issued under the Act. Under the terms 
of the 1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally exported 
cultural property is imported into a fellow signatory state, 
Canada may be afforded the opportunity to request the 
return of the property. 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


The designation of institutions and public authorities is a 
Ministerial responsibility associated with the certification 
process carried out by the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Review Board. Designation is a means of ensuring 
that objects certified by the Board are housed in institutions 
that have the capacity to ensure their long-term preservation 
and to make them accessible to the public by means of 
exhibitions and/or for research purposes. In order to be 
admissible for a Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate 
(Form T871), donors/vendors must make their dispositions 
to designated institutions or public authorities. Applicant 
institutions and public authorities must also be designated 
in order to be eligible to apply for a Movable Cultural 
Property Grant. 
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For the purposes of the Act, Section 2 defines an “institution” 
as one that is publicly owned and operated solely for the 
benefit of the public, that is established for educational or 
cultural purposes, and that conserves objects and exhibits 
them or otherwise makes them available to the public. 

A “public authority” is defined as Her Majesty in right of 
Canada or a province, an agent of her Majesty in either 
such right, a municipality in Canada, a municipal or public 
body performing a function of government in Canada, or 
a corporation performing a function or duty on behalf of 
Her Majesty in right of Canada or a province. Band 


Councils may fall under the definition of “public authority.” 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated as either 
Category “A’ or Category “B.” Under Category “A,” Canadian 
institutions or public authorities may be designated 
indefinitely in relation to any objects that fall within their 
collecting mandates. Under Category “B,” Canadian 
institutions or public authorities may be designated in 
relation to the disposition of a specific object or collection 


for which a preservation strategy has been provided. 


In 2007-2008, three institutions received Category “A” 
designation. Eight institutions received Category “B” 
designations (see Appendices 2-2 and 2-3 for a list of 
Category “A” and Category “B” institutions and public 
authorities designated from April 1, 2007 to March 31, 2008 
and Appendix 2-4 for a complete list of Category “A” 


institutions and public authorities, by province). 


Review of Category “A” Designated 
Institutions and Public Authorities 

In the 30 years of the Act’s existence, 278 institutions and 
public authorities have been designated as Category “A’ (as 
of March 31, 2008). In the context of the federal government's 
ongoing exercise of due diligence, since 2000 the Movable 
Cultural Property Directorate has been requesting that 
Category “A” institutions provide updated information in 
the form of a renewed application for designation to ensure 
that they continue to meet the professional requirements for 
designation. The purpose of the designation review exercise 


is to confirm the institution’s Category “A’ designation and, 


where relevant, to extend that status to include additional 
categories of movable cultural property where collecting 
mandates have been expanded since the original designation. 
Between 2000 and the end of the period covered by this 
report, 67 designated institutions were asked to present 
renewed designation applications. Priority was given to 
institutions that make frequent applications for certification 


and/or grants. 


Movable Cultural Property 
Grants Program 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may make 
grants to institutions and public authorities to assist with 
the purchase of objects for which an export permit has 
been refused or objects situated outside of Canada that 


are related to the national heritage. 


The Movable Cultural Property annual grants budget is 
$1,163,680.00, but in 2007-2008, the program was 
authorized to spend up to $3 million, conditional upon 
additional funds being available for reallocation within the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. From April 1, 2007 to 
March 31, 2008, the Movable Cultural Property Directorate 
received 16 grant applications from designated institutions, 
of which 15 were awarded for a total expenditure of 
$1,714,913.30 (see Appendix 2-5 for a list of grants awarded 
over the period). 


International Cooperation under 
the 1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 UNESCO 
Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 
Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural 
Property. This Convention places the onus on each signatory 
state to develop its own legislation to protect and preserve its 
cultural heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate the 
return of illegally exported cultural property to its country 
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of origin. The Cultural Property Export and Import Act 
contains provisions whereby it is a criminal offence to 
import into Canada cultural property that has been illegally 
exported from a state that is a fellow signatory to an 
international cultural property agreement. Penalties upon 
conviction of an offence under the Act include fine or 


imprisonment, or both. 


Illegal Imports 

Since the 1970 UNESCO Convention came into force in 
Canada in 1978, there have been 15 actions by Canada over 
illegal imports. From April 1, 2007 to March 31, 2008, the 
Movable Cultural Property Directorate assessed 39 new cases. 


Strengthening the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act 

In July 2007, the Department of Canadian Heritage 
announced that it was reviewing the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act, to ensure that it remains as effective 
as possible in the protection of Canadian and international 
heritage. Consultations were launched to seek input on a 
number of issues. A Discussion Document was posted on 
the Department’s website to seek input from the public. 
Input from the web-based consultation was supplemented 
by two one-day group meetings with individuals from 

the commercial and cultural sectors who possess in-depth 
practical experience with the implementation of the Act. 
The department is continuing consultations. More

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Introduction 


Since its adoption in 1977, the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act (Act) has served to encourage 
and ensure the preservation in Canada of significant 
examples of the nation’s artistic, historic and scientific 
heritage. It accomplishes this through provisions 
governing an export and import control system, 
designation of institutions and public authorities that 
have demonstrated the capacity to preserve cultural 
property and make it accessible to the public, tax 
incentives to encourage Canadians to donate or sell 
significant objects to public institutions in Canada, 
and grants to assist public institutions with the 
purchase of cultural property. The responsibilities 
for carrying out these provisions are shared by the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage and an independent 
administrative tribunal established by the Act, the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board, 
together with other government organizations 
responsible for particular activities associated with 
the enforcement of the Act. 


This report of the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act covers fiscal year 2008-2009, and includes, 
in Part I, the Report from the Chair of the Canadian

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Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 


Section 20 of the Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act (Act) stipulates that the duties of the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board (Board) are 

as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications 
for export permits that have been refused, 
when requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects 
for which the issuing of export permits has been 
delayed by the Board, to make determinations 
respecting fair cash offers to purchase cultural 
property, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural property 
for income tax purposes by making determinations 
of outstanding significance and national 
importance and of fair market value. 


The Board’s chief activity is the certification of 
cultural property for the purposes of issuing Cultural 
Property Income Tax Certificates (Canada Revenue 
Agency Form T871) to individual or corporate donors 
and vendors. Canadian collecting institutions have been 
able to enrich their collections through tax incentives! 
available to Canadians under the Income Tax Act. 

A vigorous donations program acts as the first line of 
defence in preventing the permanent export of objects 


of “outstanding significance and national importance,” 
while involving individual Canadians and Canadian 
corporations in the important role of preserving the 
nation’s heritage. 


The second line of defence in keeping cultural 
property in Canada is the export control system, 
which is administered by the Department of Canadian 
Heritage. The export control mechanisms established 
by the Cultural Property Export and Import Act are 
instrumental in safeguarding in Canada significant 
cultural property that would otherwise be exported. 
The Board may establish an export delay period for 
items that come before it for review as a result of 
refused export permits. This provides an opportunity 
for Canadian collecting institutions to purchase 
outstanding objects for their collections. Grants are 
available from the Department to assist with purchase 
in this circumstance. Subject to certain restrictions, 

if a vendor has not received an offer before the 

export delay period has expired, an export permit 
will be granted. 


Membership 


Members of the Board are appointed for three year terms 
by the Governor in Council, on the recommendation of 
the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


Section 18 of the Act requires that the Board be 
composed of a maximum of 10 residents of Canada, 
as follows: the Chairperson and one other member 
chosen from the general public; up to four other 


' The Income Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by the 
Board and sold or donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to such institutions 
are also eligible for a tax credit based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are claimed for any 


charitable donations and gifts. 


members who are, or have been, officers, members 

or employees of art galleries, museums, archives, 
libraries or other collecting institutions in Canada; 

and up to four other members who are, or have been, 
dealers in or collectors of art, antiques or other objects 
that form part of the national heritage. Three members, 
at least one of whom belongs to the institutional 
category and one who belongs to the dealer/collector 
category, constitute a quorum (see Appendix 1-1 fora 
list of Board members in 2008-2009). 


Meetings 


The Board held four meetings in 2008-2009: 
June 17 — 20, 2008 (Toronto); September 17 — 19, 
2008 (Ottawa); December 2 — 5, 2008 (Ottawa); 
and March 3 — 6, 2009 (Ottawa). 


Expert Advice 


Section 22 of the Act enables the Board to call upon 
any person who has professional, technical or other 
special knowledge, to assist in any matter in an 
advisory capacity. The Board may also request 
valuation expertise to assist in making determinations 
of fair market value for income tax purposes or to 
determine fair cash offers relating to refused export 
permits. In 2008-2009, the Board engaged experts in 
an advisory capacity to assist 1n refining criteria for 
audiovisual material and electronic records. 


Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 


The Certification Process 


For cultural property to be considered for certification, 
a donor or vendor of cultural property must either 
dispose of the property to an institution or public 
authority designated by the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage or reach a tentative disposition agreement 
with a designated institution or public authority. 
Designated institutions or public authorities typically 
make applications for certification to the Board on 
behalf of donors or vendors.

To certify cultural property, the Board must determine 
whether the property meets the criteria set out in the 
Act, that is: 


a) whether that object is of outstanding significance 
by reason of its close association with Canadian 
history or national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its 
value in the study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such a degree of national 
importance that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. 


As part of its application for certification, the applicant 
must therefore provide arguments demonstrating that 
the property meets these criteria. 


In addition to determining that cultural property meets 
the criteria of “outstanding significance and national 
importance,” the Board must also determine the fair 
market value of such property for income tax purposes.” 


Overview of Certified Cultural Property, 
2008-2009 


Between April 1, 2008 and March 31, 2009, the Board 
made determinations (including redeterminations) with 
respect to 851 applications for certification, representing 
more than $104 million in cultural property donated 

or sold to designated Canadian institutions or public 
authorities. Of this amount, donations accounted for 
over 95%, sales for almost 4% and split-receipts for 
just under 1%. While archival and library material 
made up just under 25% of all applications, fine art 
(paintings, works on paper, and sculpture) made up the 
largest number of applications, at almost 70%. Other 
certified property included decorative art, ethnographic 
objects, folk art, as well as collections of insects, 
meteorites, military medals, and minerals. 


Of the 851 applications for which the Board made 
determinations in 2008-2009, 84% were determined 
at the Proposed Value*, while 16% were determined at 
a value that was different from the Proposed Value. Of 
those determinations that differed from the Proposed 
Value, 23 determinations, or approximately 3% of the

total number of applications, were determined at 
values exceeding the Proposed Value. During 
2008-2009, the Board determined that 33 objects in 
11 applications, each in the fine art category, did not 
meet the criteria of “outstanding significance and 
national importance” and were therefore not certified 
(see Appendix 1-2). 


Objects Inadmissible for Cultural Property 
Certification 


The Review Board was not in a position to certify 
for income tax purposes two inadmissible objects 

in 2008-2009. These were Order of Canada medals, 
which carry the legal stipulation in section 23(1) of 
the Constitution of the Order of Canada that, “except 
as otherwise provided in an Ordinance, the insignia 
of the Order shall remain the property of the Order.” 
Title, therefore, rests with the Crown, regardless 

of whether the member is living or deceased. While 
a museum may have an Order of Canada medal on 
indefinite loan, because an irrevocable disposition 
cannot be made, it is inadmissible for certification 
(see Appendix 1-2: 1x). 


Appeals of Board Determinations 


Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with 
determinations of fair market value, they may, 

within 12 months after the day on which notice 

of the determination was given, make a request 

for redetermination. In 2008—2009, the Board made 
redeterminations with respect to 13 applications for 
certification. Of those requests, six were redetermined 
at a higher value, one was redetermined at a lower 
value, and six were redetermined at the value originally 
determined by the Board (see Appendix 1-2: vii). 


Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with a 
redetermination of fair market value made by the 
Board, they may file an appeal to the Tax Court 

of Canada within 90 days after the day on which a 
Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate 1s issued. 

In 2008-2009, one appeal to the Tax Court of Canada 
was filed and one appeal filed in 2007—2008 was 
settled out of court. 


Review of Refused Export Permits 
The Review Process 


The export control system is administered by the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage in collaboration with 
the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA). The 
Board’s role in this system is to review applications for 
export permits that have been refused. The Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Control List describes the 
range of cultural property that requires an export permit 
(see Appendix 2-1 for a summary of the categories on 
this list). 


Export permit applicants who receive a Notice of 
Refusal from a permit officer on the advice of an 
expert examiner may, within 30 days, request that their 
application be reviewed by the Board. Using the same 
criteria applied by the expert examiner, the Board must 
determine, pursuant to subsection 29(3) of the Act, 
whether the object in question is included in the Control 
List and, pursuant to paragraphs 11(1)(a) and (b): 


a) whether that object is of outstanding significance 
by reason of its close association with Canadian 
history or national life, its aesthetic qualities, or its 
value in the study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such a degree of national 
importance that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the Board determines that the object fails to meet 
the above criteria, it will direct the issuance of the 
permit. If the Board determines that the object meets 
the above criteria, and if it concludes that an offer to 
purchase the object might be made by an institution 
or public authority in Canada, it establishes a delay 
period of two to six months during which the permit 
may not be issued. Advised of the Board’s decision, 
the Minister of Canadian Heritage makes the delay 
period known to designated institutions and public 
authorities, so that they may consider purchasing the 
material. Financial assistance in the form of a Movable 
Cultural Property Grant can facilitate the acquisition, 
and designated institutions are encouraged to apply 
if funding is required. 


Export Review Hearings, April 1, 2008 to 
March 31, 2009 


During the period covered in this report, the Board 
reviewed four appeals in relation to applications for 
export permits that had been refused by a permit 
officer on the advice of an expert examiner. Of the 
refused applications reviewed by the Board, three 
were for objects recovered from the soil or waters of 
Canada (Group I) and one for an ethnographic object 
(Group II). 


Of the four export appeals reviewed in 2008-2009, 
the Board determined that in three cases, the required 
criteria to uphold a refusal were not met and export 
permits were subsequently issued. In the remaining 
case, the Board determined that the required criteria 
were met and established a delay period of six months. 
The export permit was issued at the end of the delay 
period (see Appendix 1-3 for a summary of Board 
hearings and results). 


Determinations of Fair Cash Offer to Purchase 


If an offer to purchase cultural property during a delay 
period is refused, either the applicant or the institution 
making the offer may request in writing that the Board 
determine what would constitute a “fair cash offer to 
purchase.” This request must be made in writing at 
least 30 days before the end of the delay period. 


Upon receiving such a request, the Board determines 
the fair cash offer and advises the applicant and the 
institution simultaneously. If no institution offers to 
purchase the object for an amount equal to, or greater 
than, the amount determined by the Board, the Board 
directs the permit officer to issue an export permit at 
the end of the delay period, if requested to do so by 
the applicant. 


If an institution has made an offer to purchase the 
object for an amount equal to, or greater than, the 
amount determined by the Board, and this offer has 
been rejected by the applicant, the export permit is not 
issued and no further application for a permit may be 
made for a period of two years from the date of the 
Notice of Refusal issued by the permit officer. At that 
time, a new permit application must be completed, and 
the process begins again. 


In 2008-2009 there were no requests for fair cash offer 


determinations. 


Communications 
Outreach Activities 


During 2008—2009, the Review Board and members of 
the Secretariat reached over 400 stakeholders through 
diverse outreach activities involving museums, art 
galleries, archives, libraries, appraisers and donors. 
Several discussion fora and informal consultations 
were held with institutions and appraisers for updating 
and revising the guidelines for “outstanding significance 
and national importance” as well as the policy and 
format for monetary appraisals.

Consultation on Audiovisual and Electronic 
Resources: Phase | 


On March 2, 2009, the Board initiated a review of its 
guidelines for “outstanding significance and national 
importance” and fair market value as they relate to 
audiovisual and electronic resources. A consultation 
panel of five experts in the field of audiovisual and 
related material was established to review the existing 
guidelines. The panel concluded that definition, 
refinement and clear selection criteria were needed to 
ensure transparency and consistency of applications 
for certification of audiovisual material. As a result, 
the Board called for the creation, in 2009-2010, ofa 
working group to conduct research and drafting of 
revised guidelines.

Movable Cultural Property Directorate: 
Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Directorate, in 
addition to providing support to the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board, carries out Ministerial 
responsibilities under the Cultural Property Export 
and Import Act (Act). These responsibilities include 
administering the export control system, assessing 
institutions and public authorities for the purpose of 
designation, and managing the Movable Cultural 
Property Grants Program, as well as fulfilling certain 
of Canada’s international obligations under the 1970 
UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting and 
Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of 
Ownership of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Any item that may be important from an 
archaeological, prehistorical, historical, artistic or 
scientific perspective can be considered “movable 
cultural property.” However, only certain types of 
movable cultural property are “controlled” under 

the Act. The Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Control List defines classes of objects that are subject 
to export control, based on the object’s age and value 
(see Appendix 2-1 for a summary of the groups 

on this list). If cultural property is included in the 
Control List, an export permit is required for its 
temporary or permanent removal from the country. 
The responsibilities of the Movable Cultural Property 
Directorate include overseeing the processing of 
permit applications through an extensive network 

of Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) permit 
officers and expert examiners to ensure rigour 

and transparency. 
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Export Permits 


Export permits are issued by permit officers working 
for CBSA offices located throughout Canada. More 
than 350 academics, curators, archivists, and librarians 
work in institutions designated as “expert examiners” 
by the Minister of Canadian Heritage. The role of 
individual expert examiners is to help determine 
whether cultural property that is proposed for export is 
of such outstanding significance to Canada’s cultural 
heritage that its loss to Canada would significantly 
diminish the national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial 
evaluation of the permit application, that the object 
proposed for permanent export is included in the 
Control List and has been in the country for more 

than 35 years, the officer must forward a copy of the 
application to an expert examiner for a recommendation 
as to whether or not the object can be considered to be 
of “outstanding significance and national importance.” 
If the expert examiner deems the object to be of 
“outstanding significance and national importance,” 
the permit officer will refuse the permit; otherwise 

the permit will be issued. 


Between April 1, 2008 and March 31, 2009, 364 permit 
applications were submitted. Approximately 20% 

(71) were applications for temporary permits, for 
purposes such as exhibition, conservation and research; 
these were granted in accordance with the Act. The 
remaining 80% (293) were applications for permanent 
export, for purposes such as sale on international 
markets, delivery to foreign buyers, or moving abroad. 
Of the applications for permanent export, 1% (4) were 
refused by the expert examiners because the cultural 
property in question was deemed of such “outstanding 
significance and national importance” that its loss to 


Canada would significantly diminish the national 
heritage. These were subsequently reviewed by the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board 
upon request from the applicants. The Board upheld 
the recommendation from the expert examiner in one 
of the four cases and therefore set an export delay 
period (see Appendix 1-3 for details). 


Illegal Exports 


Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article | 

of the 1970 UNESCO Convention on the Means of 
Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export 
and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property, that 
any object included in the Canadian Cultural Property 
Export Control List is designated by Canada as being 
of importance to the country for archaeology, prehistory, 
history, literature, art or science. Under the Act, it is 
illegal to export or to attempt to export from Canada 
any object included in the Control List, except under 
the authority of and in accordance with a temporary 
or permanent permit issued under the Ac. Under the 
terms of the 1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally 
exported cultural property is imported into a fellow 
signatory state, Canada may be afforded the 
opportunity to request the return of the property. 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


The designation of institutions and public authorities 
is a Ministerial responsibility associated with the 
certification process carried out by the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board. Designation 
is a means of ensuring that objects certified by the 
Board are housed in institutions that have the capacity 
to ensure their long-term preservation and to make 
them accessible to the public through research, 
exhibitions, publications and websites. In order to 
receive a Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate 
(Form T871), donors/vendors must make their 
dispositions to designated institutions or public 
authorities. Applicant institutions and public 
authorities must be designated in order to be eligible 
to apply for Movable Cultural Property Grants. 


For the purposes of the Act, Section 2 defines an 
“institution” as one that is “publicly owned and 
operated solely for the benefit of the public, that is 


established for educational or cultural purposes and 
that conserves objects and exhibits them or otherwise 
makes them available to the public”. A “public 
authority” is defined as “Her Majesty in right of 
Canada or a province, an agent of her Majesty in either 
such right, a municipality in Canada, a municipal 

or public body performing a function of government 
in Canada, or a corporation performing a function 

or duty on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Canada 
or a province”. A precedent has been set under the 
Act where a Band Council was recognized as a public 
authority and was awarded Category “B” designation, 
to make the display of a mask in a public building 
possible. 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated 
Category “A” or Category “B.” Under Category “A”, 
Canadian institutions or public authorities may 

be designated indefinitely in relation to any objects 
that fall within their collecting mandate. Under 
Category “B”, Canadian institutions or public authorities 
may be designated in relation to the disposition of a 
specific object or collection for which a preservation 
strategy has been identified. 


In 2008-2009, two institutions were awarded 
Category “A” designation, and 13 institutions 
Category “B” designations (see Appendix 2-3 for a list 
of Category “A” and Appendix 2-4 for Category “B” 
designations awarded from April 1, 2008 to March 31, 
2009 and Appendix 2-5 for a comprehensive list of 
Category “A” institutions and public authorities). 


Review of Category “A” Designated Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


In the 31 years since the Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act came into force, 270 institutions and public 
authorities have been granted Category “A” designation. 
In the context of the Government of Canada’s ongoing 
due diligence, since 2000 the Movable Cultural 
Property Directorate has been reviewing long-standing 
Category “A” institutions to ensure that they continue 
to meet the requirements for designation. The purpose 
of this ongoing review is to validate and confirm the 
continued capacity of Category “A” institutions to 
ensure the long-term preservation of and access to 
cultural property acquired under the terms of the Act. 
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Movable Cultural Property Grants Program 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may 
make grants to institutions and public authorities to 
assist with the purchase of objects for which an export 
permit has been refused or the purchase of objects 
outside Canada that are available on the international 
market and are related to the national heritage. 


The Movable Cultural Property annual grants budget 
is $1,163,680.00, but in 2008-2009, the program 

was authorized to spend up to $3 million, conditional 
upon additional funds being available for reallocation 
within the Department of Canadian Heritage. From 
April 1, 2008 to March 31, 2009, the Minister approved 
eight grants of which six were disbursed, for a total 
expenditure of $221,734.00 (see Appendix 2-2 for a 
list of grants in 2008-2009). 


International Cooperation under 
the 1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 
UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer 
of Ownership of Cultural Property. This Convention 
places the onus on each signatory state to develop 

its own legislation to protect and preserve its cultural 
heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate the 
return of illegally exported cultural property to its 
country of origin. The Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act contains provisions making it a criminal 
offence to import into Canada cultural property that 
has been illegally exported from a state that is a 
fellow signatory to an international cultural property 
agreement. Penalties upon conviction of an offence 
under the Act include fine or imprisonment, or both. 


Illegal Imports 


During the period covered by this report, Canada 
returned two terracotta figures and one wooden statue 
to Nigeria as well as three bronze bracelets to Mali. 
This brings to 13 the total number of returns of cultural 
property, to eight different states, since the 1970 
UNESCO Convention came into force in Canada in 
1978. In a National Post article of February 19, 2009 
which covered the Nigeria and Mali returns, the 
Nigerian High Commissioner “praised Canada’s 
vigilance” in the protection of international 

cultural heritage. 
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Strengthening the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act 


In July 2007, the Department of Canadian Heritage 
announced that it was reviewing the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act, to ensure that it remains as 
effective as possible in the protection of Canadian 

and international heritage. The external consultation 
phase of the review has now been completed and a 
summary of the input is available online at:

Audit of the Movable Cultural 
Property Directorate 


In comphance with the Federal Accountability Act, 
the Financial Administration Act and Treasury Board 
policy, Movable Cultural Property Directorate 
activities are subject to periodic audit and evaluation. 
In the 2007—2008 reporting year, an audit of the 
Directorate’s activities was completed for the period 
April 1, 2006 — March 31, 2008, after which a 
summative evaluation was launched. 


The objective of the audit was to provide senior 
departmental management with assurance that 
management controls, risk management frameworks 
and overall governance structure of the Directorate 
have been effective and adequate, and that procurement 
activities comply with government policies and 
regulations. The audit was conducted according to 

the Standards for the Professional Practice of Internal 
Auditing of the Institute of Internal Auditors (ITA) 
and the Federal Government Policy on Internal Audit. 


The audit found that controls within the Directorate 
were properly designed and were being applied 
effectively, and offered six recommendations to bring 
them in stronger alignment with departmental service 
delivery requirements.

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Introduction 


Since its adoption in 1977, the Cultural Property 
Export and Import Act (Act) has served to encourage 
and ensure the preservation in Canada of significant 
examples of our artistic, historic and scientific 
heritage. It accomplishes this objective through 
provisions governing export and import controls, 
the designation of institutions and public authorities 
that have demonstrated the capacity to preserve 
cultural property and make it accessible to the 
public, tax incentives to encourage Canadians 

to donate or sell significant objects to designated 
institutions, and grants to assist public institutions 
with the purchase of cultural property. The 
responsibilities for carrying out these provisions are 
shared by the Minister of Canadian Heritage and 
an independent administrative tribunal established 
by the Act, the Canadian Cultural Property 

Export Review Board (Board), together with 

other government organizations responsible 

for enforcement of specific elements of the Act.

I am pleased to present the Annual Report of the Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board for the 
period April 1, 2009 to March 31, 2010. 


This year marks the 32" anniversary of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act and of the Board. Since 
its creation, the Board has developed and reinforced its role in encouraging the preservation of cultural 
property of outstanding significance and national importance in Canada. The dedicated Canadians who 
have served on the Board during these three decades continue to share their knowledge, experience and 
diligence with unwavering generosity. 


The last few years have seen a particular focus on user-friendly and fair client service, open dialogue with 
stakeholders and increased modernization of operations. Last year I reported on the work undertaken 

to implement a systematic approach to the review of audiovisual and electronic resources. I am delighted 
to report that, after eleven months of concerted effort and six outreach sessions with stakeholders and 
experts, the Board’s approach to audiovisual material has been officially launched. 


In addition, we have adopted an electronic, paperless process for export appeals, which the Board now 
considers on a monthly basis by teleconference rather than face to face meetings. The record number of 
appeals received this year demonstrated the efficiency of this modernized approach to serving our clients. 


When I agreed to chair this Board, I identified an effective communications approach as crucial to 

ensuring ease of access to information for all our stakeholders, including collecting institutions, 

collectors, dealers, expert examiners and the public-at-large. I regularly hear from senior executives 

and the public that the Board plays a unique and invaluable role in fulfilling the Government’s commitment 
to making Canada’s shared heritage accessible to all. My colleagues on the Board and I look forward 

to encouraging continued dialogue. 


I would like to take this opportunity to recognize the continued diligence exercised by the members 
of the Board, and to thank the Secretariat for carrying out its duties with professionalism, dedication 
and enthusiasm. 


I am honoured to be a member of the Board and grateful to you for the opportunity to serve as Chair.

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Canadian Cultural Property Export 
Review Board: Overview 


Duties 

Section 20 of the Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act (Act) stipulates that the duties of the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board (Board) are 


as follows: 


a) pursuant to Section 29, to review applications 
for export permits that have been refused, when 
requested; 


b) pursuant to Section 30, with regard to objects 
for which the issuing of export permits has been 
delayed by the Board, to make determinations 
respecting fair cash offers to purchase cultural 
property, when requested; and 


c) pursuant to Section 32, to certify cultural 
property for income tax purposes by making 
determinations of outstanding significance and 
national importance and of fair market value. 


The Board’s main decision-making responsibility is 
the certification of cultural property for the purposes 
of issuing Cultural Property Income Tax Certificates 
(Canada Revenue Agency Form T871) to individual 
or corporate donors and vendors. Canadian 
collecting institutions have enriched their collections 
through tax incentives! available to Canadians under 
the /ncome Tax Act. A vigorous donations program is 
the first line of defence in preventing the permanent 
export of objects of outstanding significance and 
national importance, while involving Canadian 


individuals and corporations in the important role 
of preserving the nation’s heritage. 


‘The second line of defence in keeping cultural 
property in Canada is the export control system. 
The export control mechanisms established by 

the Cultural Property Export and Import Act are 
instrumental in safeguarding in Canada significant 
cultural property that would otherwise be exported. 
While the export control system is largely 
administered by the Department of Canadian 
Heritage, in collaboration with Canada Border 
Services Agency, the Board’s role is to consider 
establishing an export delay period for items that 
come before it for review as a result of refused 
export permits. [his provides an opportunity for 
Canadian collecting institutions to purchase objects 
of outstanding significance and national importance 
for their collections. Grants are available from 

the Department to assist with purchase in such 
circumstances. Subject to certain restrictions, 

if a vendor has not received an offer before the 
export delay period has expired, an export permit 
will be granted. 


Membership 

Members of the Board are appointed for 
three-year terms by the Governor in Council, 
on the recommendation of the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage. 


Section 18 of the Act requires that the Board be 
composed of a maximum of 10 residents of Canada, 


' The /ncome Tax Act provides for exemptions from the payment of capital gains tax for cultural property that has been certified by 
the Board and sold or donated to designated institutions or public authorities in Canada. Gifts of certified cultural property to 
such institutions are also eligible for a tax credit based on the fair market value of the property up to net income, after credits are 


claimed for any charitable donations and gifts. 


as follows: the Chairperson and one other member 
chosen from the general public; up to four other 
members who are, or have been, officers, members 
or employees of art galleries, museums, archives, 
libraries or other collecting institutions in Canada; 
and up to four other members who are, or have 
been, dealers in or collectors of art, antiques or 


other objects that form part of the national heritage. 


Three members, at least one of whom belongs to 
the institutional category and one who belongs to 
the dealer/collector category, constitute a quorum 
(see Annex 1-1 for a list of Board members in 


2009-2010). 


Meetings 

The Board held four meetings in 2009-2010: June 
17 — 19, 2009 (Calgary); September 16 — 18, 2009 
(Montreal); December 1 — 4, 2009 (Ottawa); and 
March 2 — 5, 2010 (Ottawa). 


Expert Advice 

Section 22 of the Act enables the Board to call upon 
any person who has professional, technical or other 
special knowledge, to assist in an advisory capacity. 
The Board may also request valuation expertise in 
making determinations of fair market value for 
income tax purposes or to determine fair cash offers 
relating to refused export permits. In 2009-2010, 
the Board engaged experts in an advisory capacity 
to assist in developing selection criteria and 
guidelines for audiovisual material and electronic 
records. ‘The Board also engaged external appraisers 
to provide opinions on fair market value for tax 
certification, as required. 


Certification of Cultural Property 
for Income Tax Purposes 
The Certification Process 


For cultural property to be considered for 
certification, a donor or vendor of cultural 


property must either dispose of the property to an 
institution or public authority designated by the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage or reach a tentative 
disposition agreement with a designated institution 
or public authority. Designated institutions or 
public authorities typically make applications for 
certification to the Board on behalf of donors 

or vendors. 


To certify cultural property, the Board must 
determine whether the property meets the criteria 
set out in the Act, that is: 


a) whether that object is of outstanding significance 
by reason of its close association with Canadian 
history or national life, its aesthetic qualities, or 
its value in the study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such a degree of national 
importance that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. 


As part of its application for certification, the 
applicant must therefore provide arguments 
demonstrating that the property meets these criteria. 


In addition to determining that cultural property 
meets the criteria of outstanding significance and 
national importance, the Board must also determine 
the fair market value of such property for income tax 
purposes.” Where the Board concludes that cultural 
property does not meet the criteria of outstanding 
significance and national importance, it will not 
determine the fair market value or issue 

a tax certificate. 


Appeals of Board Determinations 

Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with 
determinations of fair market value, they may, 
within 12 months after the day on which notice 
of the determination was given, make a request 
for redetermination. 


Where donors or vendors are not satisfied with a 
redetermination of fair market value made by the

Board, they may file an appeal to the Tax Court 
of Canada within 90 days after the day on which 
a Cultural Property Income Tax Certificate is issued. 


Overview of Certified Cultural Property 

Between April 1, 2009 and March 31, 2010, 

the Board made determinations (including 
redeterminations) with respect to 765 applications 
for certification, representing more than 

$130 million in cultural property donated and 

sold to designated Canadian institutions and public 
authorities. Of this amount, donations accounted 
for 97%, sales for almost 3% and split-receipts 

for less than 1%. While archival and library material 
made up just under 22% of all applications, fine art 
(paintings, works on paper, and sculpture) made 

up the largest number of applications, at 72%. 
Other certified property included decorative art, 
ethnographic objects, folk art, as well as musical 
instruments, military medals, and minerals 

and meteorites. 


Of the 765 applications for which the Board made 
determinations in 2009-2010, 82% were determined 
at the Proposed Value’, while approximately 18% 
were determined at a value that was different from 
the Proposed Value. Of those determinations 

that differed from the Proposed Value, seven 

or approximately 1% of the total number of 
applications, were determined at values exceeding 
the Proposed Value. During 2009-2010, the Board 
determined that 68 objects in 10 applications, each 
in the fine art category, did not meet the criteria 

of outstanding significance and national importance 
and were therefore not certified (see Annex 1-2). 


The Board made redeterminations with respect to 

14 applications for certification. Of those requests, 
seven were redetermined at a higher value, and seven 
were redetermined at the value originally determined 
by the Board (see Annex 1-2: vii for details). 


In 2009-2010, one appeal filed to the Tax Court 
of Canada in 2008-2009 was discontinued by 
the appellant. 


Objects Inadmissible for Certification 

The Board was not in a position to certify for income 
tax purposes one inadmissible object in 2009-2010. 
This was an Order of Canada medal, which carries 
the legal stipulation in section 23(1) of the 
Constitution of the Order of Canada that, “except 

as otherwise provided in an Ordinance, the insignia 
of the Order shall remain the property of the Order.” 
Title, therefore, rests with the Crown, regardless of 
whether the member is living or deceased. While a 
museum may have an Order of Canada medal on 
indefinite loan, because an irrevocable disposition 
cannot be made, it is inadmissible for certification. 


Review of Refused Export Permits 


The Review Process 

The export control system is administered by 

the Minister of Canadian Heritage in collaboration 
with Canada Border Services Agency. The Board’s 
role in this system is to review applications for 
export permits that have been refused. The Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Control List (Control List) 
describes the range of cultural property that requires 
an export permit (see Annex 2-1 for a summary 


of the eight groups on this list). 


Export permit applicants who receive a Notice 

of Refusal from a permit officer on the advice 

of an expert examiner may, within 30 days, 

appeal the expert examiner’s decision to the Board. 

Using the same criteria applied by the expert 

examiner, the Board must determine, pursuant 

to subsection 29(3) of the Act, whether the object 

in question is included in the Control List and, 

pursuant to paragraphs 11(1)(a) and (b): 

a) whether that object is of outstanding significance 
by reason of its close association with Canadian

public authority; this is based on the appraisal(s) submitted with the application. 


history or national life, its aesthetic qualities, 
or its value in the study of the arts or sciences; and 


b) whether the object is of such a degree of national 
importance that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. 


If the Board determines that the object fails to meet 
the above criteria, it will request Canada Border 
Services Agency to issue the permit. If the Board 
determines that the object meets the above criteria, 
and if it concludes that an offer to purchase the object 
might be made by an institution or public authority 
in Canada, it establishes a delay period of two to six 
months during which the permit may not be issued. 
Advised of the Board’s decision, the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage makes the delay period known to 
designated institutions and public authorities, so that 
they may consider purchasing the material. Financial 
assistance in the form of a Movable Cultural Property 
Grant can facilitate the acquisition, and designated 
institutions are encouraged to apply if funding 

is required. 


Review of Applications for Export Permits 

From April 1, 2009 to March 31, 2010, the Board 
reviewed 33 appeals in relation to applications for 
export permits that had been refused by a permit 
officer on the advice of an expert examiner. 

Of the refused applications reviewed by the Board, 
29 were for objects recovered from the soil or 
waters of Canada (Group I), one was for military 
objects (Group III), two were for objects of applied 
and decorative art (Group IV) and one was for a 
work of fine art (Group V). Appeal hearings were 
held on May 22, 2009, June 11, 2009, July 14, 
2009, September 2, 2009, October 15, 2009 and 
November 19, 2009. 


Of the 33 export appeals reviewed in 2009-2010, 
the Board determined that in all cases, the required 
criteria to uphold refusals were met and established 
delay periods of three to six months. In 27 cases, 
export permits were issued at the end of the delay 
period (see Annex 1-3 for a summary of Board 
hearings and results). This unusually high number 
of appeals can be attributed to the Buzzard Coulee 
meteorite which fell in Saskatchewan in the fall of 


2008. Of the 33 export appeals heard by the Board, 


26 were for Buzzard Coulee meteorite samples. 


New Paperless Review of Applications 

for Export Permits 

In May 2009, the Board launched a paperless 
approach to the review of applications for export 
permit appeals as an alternative to the reviews 
previously conducted during the four regularly 
scheduled meetings of the Board. The Board now 
meets monthly by teleconference, as required, to 
review applications. This new approach has resulted 
in greater efficiency and effectiveness in both 
administration and client service. 


Determinations of Fair Cash Offer to Purchase 
If an offer to purchase cultural property during a 
delay period is refused, either the applicant or the 
institution making the offer may request in writing 
that the Board determine what would constitute 

a “fair cash offer to purchase.” This request must 
be made in writing at least 30 days before the end 
of the delay period. 


When the Board receives such a request, it 
determines the fair cash offer after consideration 

of relevant information and advises the applicant 
and the institution simultaneously. If no institution 
offers to purchase the object for an amount equal 
to, or greater than, the amount determined by the 
Board, within a determined period, the exporter may 
request the export permit. At that point, the Board 
directs the permit officer to issue an export permit 
at the end of the delay period, if requested to do so 
by the applicant. 


If an institution has made an offer to purchase 

the object for an amount equal to, or greater than, 
the amount determined by the Board, and this offer 
has been rejected by the applicant, the export permit 
is not issued and no further application for a permit 
may be made for a period of two years from the date 
of the Notice of Refusal issued by the permit officer. 
At that time, a new permit application must be 
completed, and the process begins again. 


In 2009-2010, there were no requests for fair cash 
offer determinations. 


Communications 


Outreach Activities 

During 2009-2010, the Board and members of the 
Secretariat reached over 300 stakeholders through 
diverse outreach activities involving museums, art 
galleries, archives, libraries, appraisers and donors. 
Several discussion forums and information sessions 
were held with institutions and appraisers which 
resulted in the October 2009 online posting of the 
Board’s new Certification Guide and, in February 
2010, the posting of new audiovisual guidelines: 
“Describing and Selecting Audiovisual and 


Electronic Resources’. 


‘The following are among the outreach initiatives 
undertaken by the Board and the Secretariat in 
2009-2010: 


¢ June 2009: In Calgary, an information session at 
the TrépanierBaer Gallery for stakeholders from 
designated institutions, appraisers, and donors; an 
event hosted by the Glenbow Museum for Board

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Movable Cultural Property 
Directorate: Overview 


The Movable Cultural Property Directorate, in 
addition to its function as Secretariat to the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board (Board), 
carries out Ministerial responsibilities under the 
Cultural Property Export and Import Act (Act). 

These responsibilities include administering the 
export control system, assessing institutions and 
public authorities for the purpose of designation, 
assessing applications for Movable Cultural Property 
Grants, and fulfilling certain of Canada’s international 
obligations under the 1970 UNESCO Convention 

on the Means of Prohibiting and Preventing the 

Illicit Import, Export and Transfer of Ownership 

of Cultural Property. 


Export Control System 


Archaeological, ethnographic, historical, cultural, 
artistic or scientific objects are considered “movable 
cultural property.” However, only certain types of 
movable cultural property are subject to export 
control under the Act. The Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Control List defines classes of objects 
that are subject to export control, based on the object’s 
age and value (see Annex 2-1 for a summary of the 
groups on this list). If cultural property is included in 
the Control List, an export permit is required for its 
temporary or permanent removal from the country. 
The responsibilities of the Movable Cultural Property 
Directorate include overseeing the processing of 
permit applications through an extensive network of 
Canada Border Services Agency permit officers and 
expert examiners from a broad range of collecting 
institutions across the country. 
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Export Permits 

Export permits are issued by permit officers 

in 16 Canada Border Services Agency permit 

offices located throughout Canada. More than 

350 academics, curators, archivists, and librarians 
work in institutions appointed as “expert examiners” 
by the Minister of Canadian Heritage. The role of 
individual expert examiners is to help determine 
whether cultural property that is proposed for export 
is of such outstanding significance to Canada’s cultural 
heritage that its loss to Canada would significantly 
diminish the national heritage. 


If the permit officer determines, through initial 
evaluation of the permit application, that the 

object proposed for permanent export is included 

in the Control List and has been in the country 

for more than 35 years, the officer must forward a 
copy of the application to an expert examiner fora 
recommendation as to whether or not the object can 
be considered to be of outstanding significance and 
national importance. If the expert examiner deems the 
object to be of outstanding significance and national 
importance, the permit officer will refuse the permit; 
otherwise the permit will be issued. 


Between April 1, 2009 and March 31, 2010, 364 
permit applications were submitted. Approximately 
25% (89) were applications for temporary permits, 
for purposes such as exhibition, conservation and 
research; these were granted in accordance with the 
Act. The remaining 75% (275) were applications 
for permanent export, for purposes such as sale 

on international markets, delivery to foreign 
buyers, or moving abroad. Of the applications for 
permanent export, 12% (33) were refused by expert 
examiners because the cultural property in question 
was deemed of such outstanding significance and 


national importance that its loss to Canada would 
significantly diminish the national heritage. These 
were subsequently reviewed by the Board upon 
request from the applicants. The Board upheld the 
recommendation from the expert examiner in all 
cases and established export delays (see Annex 1-3 
for details). 


Illegal Exports 

Section 38 of the Act states, pursuant to article 1 

of the 1970 UNESCO Convention on the Means of 
Prohibiting and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export 
and Transfer of Ownership of Cultural Property, 

that any object included in the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Control List is designated by 
Canada as being of importance to the country for 
archaeology, ethnography, history, culture, art or 
science. Under the Act, it is illegal to export or to 
attempt to export from Canada any object included 
in the Control List, except under the authority of 
and in accordance with a temporary or permanent 
permit issued under the Act. Under the terms of the 
1970 UNESCO Convention, if illegally exported 
cultural property is imported into a fellow signatory 
state, Canada may be afforded the opportunity to 
request the return of the property. 


Designation of Institutions 
and Public Authorities 


Applicant institutions and public authorities must 
be designated in order to be eligible to apply for 
certification of cultural property or for Movable 
Cultural Property Grants. The designation of 
institutions and public authorities is a Ministerial 
responsibility and is a means of ensuring that objects 
certified by the Board or acquired with the assistance 
of a Movable Cultural Property Grant are housed 

in institutions that have the capacity to ensure their 
long-term preservation and to make them accessible 
to the public through research, exhibitions, 
publications and websites. 


For the purposes of the Act, Section 2 defines an 
“institution” as one that is “publicly owned and 
operated solely for the benefit of the public, that is 
established for educational or cultural purposes and 


that conserves objects and exhibits them or otherwise 
makes them available to the public.” A “public 
authority” includes Her Majesty in right of Canada 
or a province, an agent of her Majesty in either such 
right, a municipality in Canada, a municipal or 
public body performing a function of government in 
Canada or a corporation performing a function or 
duty on behalf of Her Majesty in right of Canada or 
a province. Under the Act, a Band Council may be 
recognized as a public authority. 


Institutions or public authorities may be designated 
Category “A” or “B.” Under Category “A”, a 
Canadian institution or public authority may 

be designated in relation to any objects that fall 
within its collecting mandate. Under Category “B”, 
Canadian institutions or public authorities may be 
designated in relation to the disposition of a specific 
object or collection for which a preservation strategy 


has been provided. 


In 2009-2010, one institution was awarded Category 
“A” designation, and 13 institutions were awarded 
Category “B” designation (see Annex 2-3 for a list of 
Category “A” and Annex 2-4 for a list of Category 
“B” designations awarded from April 1, 2009 to 
March 31, 2010 and Annex 2-5 for a complete list of 
Category “A” institutions and public authorities). 


Movable Cultural Property Grants 


Pursuant to Section 35 of the Act, the Minister may 
make grants to institutions and public authorities 
to assist with the purchase of objects for which an 
export permit has been refused or the purchase 

of objects outside Canada that are available on 

the international market and are related to the 
national heritage. 


In 2009-2010, the Movable Cultural Property 
annual grants budget was $1,159,600.00. From 
April 1, 2009 to March 31, 2010, the Minister 
approved eight grants of which seven were disbursed, 
for a total expenditure of $376,979.04 (see Annex 
2-2 for a list of grants awarded in 2009-2010). 


The Terms and Conditions for Movable Cultural 
Property Grants were renewed in March 2010, 
following an evaluation of the program. In July 
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2009, the Movable Cultural Property Directorate 
formalized a service standard of 13 weeks for the 
processing of grant applications. 


International Cooperation under 
the 1970 UNESCO Convention 


In 1978, Canada became a signatory to the 1970 
UNESCO Convention on the Means of Prohibiting 
and Preventing the Illicit Import, Export and Transfer 
of Ownership of Cultural Property. This Convention 
places the onus on each signatory state to develop 

its own legislation to protect and preserve its cultural 
heritage, and to establish measures to facilitate the 
return of illegally exported cultural property to its 
country of origin. The Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act contains provisions making it a criminal 
offence to import into Canada cultural property 
that has been illegally exported from a state that is a 
fellow signatory to an international cultural property 
agreement. Penalties upon conviction of an offence 
under the Act include a fine or imprisonment, 


or both. 


Illegal Imports 

During the period covered by this report, the 
Movable Cultural Property Directorate assessed 

13 new cases involving possible illegal imports to 
Canada. Since 1978, there have been 13 returns of 
cultural property to eight different states.
